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About 80 percent 
of staff at middle, 
high school vaxxed

WILMINGTON — During 
last Wednesday’s School 
Committee meeting, the 
committee received the Su- 
perintendent’s Report fol- 
lowed by updates on the 
MASC conference, elemen- 
tary grade screenings, the 
middle school program re- 
view, and more. 

Wilmington Middle School 
8th grade student Allie Hall 
reported to the committee 
about clubs off to a great 
start this year, including the 
new Gay/Straight Alliance 
Club, Math Team, Robotics 
Club, and Drama Club. She 
also mentioned she looked 
forward to participating in 
the community service pro- 
gram Project 351. 

The only public comment 
came from resident Jeffrey 
Cohen, who used his time to 
claim that children are the 
target of radicalization 
through their teachers, as 
“education provides the op- 
portunity for generational 
change that can never be 
reversed.” He said that so- 
cial-emotional learning and 
diversity, equity, and. inclu- 
sion are concepts that teach- 
ers use to replace the value 
systems taught by parents 
and ways to introduce ra- 
cism into classrooms. 

Superintendent Dr. Glenn 
Brand. provided updates on 
vaccination, School Councils, 
the NEASC visit, and the 
Equity Audit in his report. He 
included current vaccination 
rates at 40 percent students 
and 80 percent staff in the 
middle school, and 77 percent 
of students and 77 percent of 
staff at the high school. He 
also gave dates for an upcom- 
ing COVID vaccination clinic 
for students age 5-11. 

His next item was related 
to the progress being made 
by the School Councils. 
While the middle school 
council awaits staff repre- 
sentatives, the rest had met 
to get started. 

“Where is the priority and 
responsibility to our stu- 
dents and their education?” 
asked M. J. Byrnes regard- 
ing the lack of staff volun- 
teers for the middle school. 

Chair Dr. Jenn Bryson also 
asked for information to be 
shared about the conversa- 
tions happening to develop 
the middle school council. 

With the NEASC visit con- 
cluded, he promised that 
principal Linda Peters would 
give more information at a 
future meeting. He also de- 
clared his intention. to re- 
sume work considering chan- 
ging Wilmington’s school 
start times. 

He went on to provide an 
update for the Equity Au- 
dit, in that they would soon 
be selecting a firm out of 
the chosen finalists. 

Byrnes shared her notes 
from the MASC conference, 
during which she represent- 
ed the committee, and the 
result of the resolutions that 
the committee had voted 
upon. She mentioned her 


election to vice chair of the. 


MASC and named the reso- 
lutions that passed along 
with small wording edits 
that were made. 

After that, Assistant Super- 
intendent Christine Elliott 
discussed the work done for 
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universal screenings in 
school for grades 1-5, now 
that all of the screenings 
were complete. Each grade 
took the appropriate Bench- 
mark reading assessment 
and universal screeners for 
reading and math. Some also 
took a foundations unit test. 

She later clarified that 
Envision, one of the testing 
tools they used, corres- 
ponds to the math curricu- 
lum and tests students on 
the concepts they learned 
the previous year. 

She shared that the re- 
sulting conversations, where 
teachers met in teams with 
reading and math special- 
ists to identify individual 
students who would benefit 
from support, were met 
with collaboration and pro- 
fessionalism. This allowed 
them to decide upon stu- 
dents for targeted support 
and to see how certain stu- 
dents had improved. 

Elliott also said that she 
was impressed by the in- 
sight that teachers had into 
their students’ behaviors 
and deficits. 

Brand confirmed the fact 
that there was rich dialogue 
and collaboration among 
teachers that day. Elliott 
said in an answer to a ques- 
tion from Bryson that they 
were just about to start on 
the universal screenings at 
the middle school. 

Elliott then discussed the 
topics that teachers have been 
focusing on during two CIT 
Professional . Development 
days this fall. These were 
everything from training on 
tools to curriculum mapping, 
program review, and inter- 
ventions for students. 

Regarding the middle 
school program review, 
Brand discussed with the 
committee that the results 
might lead to changes in 
team structure and class 
sizes. While he recognizes 
how interested the commu- 
nity is in in enrollment and 
adjusting staff, he said this 
is a problem that will take 
time and thoughtfulness. 

The committee had con- 
cerns around enacting chan- 
ges to staff levels before the 
review is complete. 

“The idea of changing 
things without having a sound 
understanding of what’s a 
good middle school structure 
makes me nervous,” said 
Bryson. 

Later on, David Ragsdale 
said, “It’s worth acknowl- 
edging that this is personal 
to people on the other side 
of these decisions.” 

Finally, Brand brought up 
proposed changes to the Su- 
perintendent Goals. He pro- 
posed that his goals be the 
program review at the high 
school, the middle school pro- 
gram configuration, and the 
change in school start times. 
The latter, he said, isn’t a 
new area of focus, just newly 
one of the official goals. 

Ragsdale proposed that 
the previous goal of the 
MSBA process for the new 
Wildwood school remain. 

“It will be a major part of 
what you’re doing this com- 
ing school year.” 

The committee agreed to 
add this goal back in, al- 
though they didn’t vote on 
anything in this regard. 

In subcommittee reports, 
Melissa Plowman mentioned 
on: behalf of the Wilmington 
Educational Foundation that 
the bay state textiles box 
could, in fact, take blankets, 
sheets, curtains, clothing, 
and shoes. Byrnes shared 
that the School Wellness Ad- 
visory Committee had met 
earlier that day and reviewed 
the wellness policy. 

The committee’s next meet- 
ing will be Wednesday Dec. 1 
at 7 p.m. 
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A Taylor Hirst of Boy Scout Troop 56 in Wilmington was out delivering wreaths to his customers on Saturday. Hirst 
sold 36 wreaths and seven kissing balls to neighbors to support the troop. The troop as a whole sold hundreds of

School Committee receives athletic dept. update

WILMINGTON — Wil- 
mington Athletic Director 
Mia Muzzio delivered an 
athletics update for the 
School Committee during 
their meeting last Wed- 
nesday night, highlighting 
some changes and focus 
areas. Superintendent Dr. 
Glenn Brand mentioned 
before she started that it 
seemed a timely discus- 
sion considering enroll- 
ment and the process of 
adding new sports. 

Muzzio began by dis- 
cussing some pilot activi- 
ties from the MIAA for the 
winter season. The first 
was that student athletes, 
coaches, and the athletic 
director had to sign a 
diversity, equity, and in- 
clusion pledge. She said 
the purpose of this was to 
gain a better understand- 
ing of athlete behaviors 
and language and to con- 
firm the league’s commit- 
ment to diversity, equity, 
and inclusion. 

They were also requiring 
coaches and athletic di- 
rectors to take an implicit 
bias course. The other pi- 
lot was a discriminatory 
incident report form to 
help the MIAA learn if 


and when situations are 
happening. 

Melissa Plowman asked 
if this report would cap- 
ture events happening out- 
side of games, like time in 
the locker room after prac- 
tice. Muzzio said her un- 
derstanding was that it 
would. 

“Whether with another 
team or not, we still bear 
the responsibility to report 
that.” 

David Ragsdale shared 
that he wasn’t comfort- 
able with students signing 
the DEI pledge. 

“’'m a big supporter of 
equity efforts in the dis- 
trict,” he maintained. “I 
don’t necessarily like the 
idea that you have to pledge 
yourself to DEI.” 

However, M. J. Byrnes 
said that diversity, equity, 
and inclusion were part of 
sportsmanship and working 
collaboratively as a team. 

“Tt shows the responsibil- 
ity to stand up for what’s 
right and what it means to 
be a true athlete,” she 
continued. 

Chair Dr. Jenn Bryson 
also commented that she 
thought it would help start 
conversations with students 
who may not be aware that 
their language isn’t appro- 
priate or sensitive. 


She said, “To me it’s an 
anti-discriminatory pledge.” 

Moving on, Muzzio talked 
about participation num- 
bers, which she said are 
slowly declining similarly 
to district enrollment. She 
said there were 296 student 
athletes this fall. She men- 
tioned that high school 
sports rely heavily on mid- 
dle school students to sup- 
port freshman teams. 

However, she said that 
using middle school wai- 
vers isn’t a long-term fix 
for the lack of participa- 
tion. She didn’t want to 
limit middle school partic- 
ipation but maximize high 
school participation. 

“J feel like we need to re- 
set, roll back, and figure 
out how to inspire students 
to participate in multiple 
sports,” she continued. “I 
don’t have an exact an- 
swer, but I want to look at 
it in a positive way.” 

She declared: her inten- 
tion to be proactive and 
find new ways to engage 
students from the middle 
school level so that they 
join when they’re in high 
school. 

Bryson asked if there was 
any correlation between 
coming to the high school 
and playing on a high 
school team as a middle 


schooler. 

“J hear what you’re say- 
ing, but maybe that’s an 
incentive,” she said. 

Bryson also asked about 
the middle school athletic 
evening the other night, 
which Muzzio said saw 50 
parents and students in 
attendance. She also said 
they want to make it a 
tradition and hold anoth- 
er event in the spring. 

She named some consid- 
erations to be made when 
considering adding new 
sports: interest among stu- 
dents, being in the stu- 
dents’ best interest, and 
the ability to meet title 9 
and hold boys and girls 
options. Then, the new 
sport needs School Com- 
mittee approval before 
they can join the league. 

She stated that while 
cooperative programs with 
other schools are encour- 
aged, they are meant to 
drum up interest so that 
each school can eventually 
hold their own separate 
teams. 

Byrnes asked if the in- 
formation for new sports 
could be posted on the 
athletic department web- 
site so that students could 
access it. Muzzio replied

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Tewksbury Public library presents Climate Justice Talk

TEWKSBURY — On Wed- 
nesday, Nov. 17, the Tewks- 
bury Public Library hosted 
a virtual interactive presen- 
tation entitled “Climate Jus- 
tice: Finding Equitable So- 
lutions to the Climate Cri- 
sis.” The event featured Nia 
Keith, Vice President of 
Diversity, Equity, Inclusion, 
and Justice at the Massa- 
chusetts Audubon Society. 

Keith started the presen- 
tation by sharing her defi- 
nition of climate change: 
“a rapid change in global 
climate patterns, which 
threaten the sustainability 
of human and natural sys- 
tems, caused by an exploi- 
tative economy that releas- 
es greenhouse gases into 
the atmosphere. The ef- 
fects of climate change can 
be mitigated through large 
scale action and policies 
that support natural cli- 
mate solutions, reduce or 
eliminate greenhouse gas- 
es and address social and 
economic disparities.” 

Keith shared statistics on 
global warming and its 
impacts on Massachusetts. 
Since 1895, the average 
temperature has increased 
by 2.9 degrees. The growing 
season has extended eleven 
days since 1950. Sea levels 
have risen 11 inches since 
1922. Storms have increas- 


ed by 55 percent since 1958 
— increased heat leads to 
more energy, which means 
storms move faster and do 
more damage. 

If nothing is done about 
the climate crisis, Keith 
said, the state will see an 
increase of 3 to 11 degrees 
in average temperature by 
2100 and a growing season 
increased by five weeks by 
2100. Sea levels are predict- 
ed to rise by an additional 
three to seven inches by 
2100, and storms will be- 
come 47 percent stronger 
by 2100. 

For context, during the 
last Ice Age, temperatures 
were nine degrees cooler 
than they are today; at the 
time, there was a mile-deep 
sheet of ice over Massa- 
chusetts. 

Keith emphasized that 
while everyone is affected 
by climate change, impacts 
are not equal. Marginalized 
communities are more like- 
ly to experience the great- 
est damages due to system- 
atic oppression through 
laws, policies, and social 
norms. 

Keith explained that these 
disparities exist due to a 
global capitalist economy 
that relies on the extraction 
and exploitation of natural 
resources and people; those 
who perform the hardest 
labor do not benefit from 
the wealth they create and 


become deprived of the nat- 
ural land around them in 
the process. 

Those affected are large- 
ly people of color, including 
Black and Indigenous peo- 
ple. Keith explained that 
disparate impact is largely 
due to the impacts of colo- 
nization that are systemi- 
cally perpetuated today: 
colonization of lands by 
Western cultures was de- 
fined by the commodifica- 
tion of nature for profit, 
and saw both the forced re- 
moval of Indigenous people 
from their ancestral lands 
and the institutionalization 
of race and racism. 

Keith explained that race 
is a modern construct, only 
about five or six hundred 
years old. When laborers 
began to rise up against the 
wealthy, the elites sought to 
quell rebellion by separat- 
ing people by skin color 
and pitting them against 
each other. This allowed 
wealthy classes to maintain 
control over the population 
and continue to exploit the 
land. 

Keith also discussed the 
ongoing impacts of redlin- 
ing, a federal government 
practice in which color- 
coded maps distinguished 
between “most desirable” 
and “least desirable” areas 
for investment where devel- 
opers and homeowners 
could obtain federally guar- 


anteed mortgages. 

The red “least desirable” 
areas were home to prima- 
rily Black communities, but 
a block could be as little as 
five percent Black and still 
be designated undesirable. 
Over the years, these neigh- 
borhoods have become dis- 
invested, and infrastruc- 
ture has gone unmaintain- 
ed. 

These areas are far more 
likely to have high concen- 
trations of poverty, a lack 
of public services, poor air 
quality, inadequate infra- 
structure, and limited ac- 
cess to nature. Keith said 
that today, the communi- 
ties most impacted by envi- 
ronmental justice issues 
overlap almost perfectly 
with redlined areas. 

Keith said that low-income 
communities in cities are 
also particularly vulnerable 
to the heat island effect, 
which introduces extreme 
heat to high concentrations 
of marginalized popula- 
tions. Urban neighborhoods 
are far more susceptible to 
extreme heat than other 
communities — cities can 
be one to seven degrees hot- 
ter than surrounding areas 
due to low tree canopy and 
impermeable surfaces. 

Keith explained that the 
best goal leaders can strive 
for is drawdown, a “future 
point in time when levels of 
greenhouse gases in the at-

Bayberry is just the most amazing place.

cline.” Human activity re- 
leases carbon, but natural 
processes like photosynthe- 
sis trap carbon. Carbon 
sequestration is the natural 
process of trapping carbon, 
and carbon sinks like for- 
ests or wetland can store 
excess carbon. 

Climate mitigation needs 
to ‘take a three-pronged 
systemic approach to re- 
duce greenhouse gas emis- 
sions, support natural car- 
bon sinks, and create an 
equitable and just society. 

Keith said that communi- 
ties can focus on reducing 
emissions by supporting 
green energy technology, 
making buildings and sys- 
tems more efficient, reduc- 
ing waste, and using land 
wisely through high density 
zoning: Open space policies 
should focus on restoring 
natural areas, like wet- 
lands, that can increase 
land protection and res- 
toration initiatives, and pro- 


viding more green space in 
urban centers. 

Finally, Keith said that 
environmental justice de- 
mands that everyone has 
an equal seat at the table — 
therefore, it is important 
for leaders to protect the 
democratic decision-mak- 
ing process. In addition, 
communities need to work 
on improving access to edu- 
cation, healthcare, and em- 
ployment, and making sure 
that all communities can 
benefit from nature. 

Keith ended her presenta- 
tion on a positive note: 
“Hope is a form of resil- 
ience,” she said. “We haven’t 
lost the climate fight until 
we give up.”

Rep. Vanna Howard 
applauds passage of 
genocide education bill 


To the editor, 

Today,-I joined my col- 
leagues in the Massachu- 
setts House of Representa- 
tives to pass H.4249, An Act 
Concerning Genocide Edu- 
cation. The passage of this 
bill is another important 
step as the Commonwealth 
moves forward, continuing 
our efforts to fully realize 
the benefits of diversity, equi- 
ty, and inclusion, through the 
education of our children. 

We are living in a critical 
moment, and we need to 
confront the implications of 
bigotry, hate, and igno- 
rance, again through edu- 
cation, for our children to 
learn the warnings and les- 
sons of genocide. This Act 
is a good step towards dis- 
mantling hate before it can 
cause its harm. 

To me, this matter is not 
only of the utmost impor- 
tance to the education of 
our children but is personal- 
ly relevant as well. Before 
being elected as a State 
Representative, I had never 
publicly shared the story of 
my painful experiences flee- 
ing the Khmer Rouge geno- 
cide. Even now, I struggle to 
talk about it. 

This is not uncommon in 
the Cambodian community, 
or indeed for any refugee, 
asylum-seeker or migrant 
population fleeing genocide. 
Though Lowell has a large 
Cambodian community, there 
is understandably a massive 
amount of trauma surround- 
ing these discussions. Yet, 


this trepidation to discuss it 
among survivors is precisely 
why this legislation is so im- 
portant to our community. 

Even in the Cambodian 
community, there are young 
adults who are generally 
aware of the genocide but 
have never heard the spe- 
cifics or the breadth of the 
atrocities — it is simply too 
overwhelming for their fam- 
ily to talk about. However, 
the passage of this legisla- 
tion is certainly a huge ac- 
knowledgment of all our ge- 
nocide survivors in our 
community. 

The importance of geno- 
cide education does not end 
with my personal experi- 
ences, it’s also critical given 
the rise of racism in the 
United States in the last sev- 
eral years. Genocide’s ori- 
gins start with racism and 
the pursuit of power. 

I applaud and thank Spea- 
ker Mariano for his leader- 
ship, as well as Chairman 
Aaron Michlewitz, and Rep- 
resentatives Alice Peisch 
and Jeff Roy, and my fellow 
members of the Education 
Committee for their stead- 
fast commitment and sup- 
port to advancing this leg- 
islation. I am proud that 
the House has here taken a 
strong stance on the need 
to promote genocide educa- 
tion for our children across 
the Commonwealth.

On pandemic issues: 


Survey shows docs, nurses, 
pharmacists have public trust

In a recent press release 
from Emily Swanson and 
Tom Murphy of the Asso- 
ciated Press, we saw the 
statement that “7 in 10 Am- 
ericans trust doctors, nurs- 
es and pharmacists, accor- 
ding to a poll from the 
University of Chicago Har- 
ris School of Public Policy 
and the Associated Press- 
NORC Center for Public Af- 
fairs Research.” The auth- 
ors point out that among 
the Democrats and Repub- 
licans, men and women, 
white, black and hispanic 
Americans were all part of 
the survey. 

The authors of the report 
state that public health 
officials should really look 
to doctors, nurses and 
pharmacists to be the me- 
gaphone to deliver the 
message of importance of 
getting vaccinated. Also, 
in polling from the non- 
profit Kaiser Family Foun- 
dation in June, it was stat- 
ed, “people trusted doc- 
tors more than other sour- 
ces including the Center 
for Disease Control and Pre- 
vention.” 

While we always knew 
that some of this data was 
out there, this is the first 


time that the importance 
of the trust of the physi- 
cians, nurses and pharma- 
cists was documented and 
made that relationship so 
important in making key 
personal health decisions. 
I might add the fact that 
some of these relation- 
ships have lasted for many 
years which helps build 
that trust among those 
professionals. 

What also strikes me is 
that we have never really 
looked at this issue in the 
public arena with the same 
microscope as we do today 
which makes me feel the 
inquiry is generational as 
well as today’s situation 
being so historical. 


THE TIME TO THINK 
OF OUR POSTAL WORK- 
ERS is with us throughout 
Town Crier land. These 
postal folks, who are al- 
ready super-busy, need to 
accelerate their impossible 
pace with the Christmas 
holiday approaching.

Fire safety tips for this Thanksgiving holiday 


STOW — As we prepare 
for the Thanksgiving holi- 
day, State Fire Marshal 
Peter J. Ostroskey offered 
a safety message in ad- 
vance of the #1 day for res- 
idential fires in Massachu- 
setts. 

“Over the past five years, 
there have been more than 
twice as many fires on 
Thanksgiving as on the 
next-closest day,” State Fire 
Marshal Ostroskey said. 
“Thanksgiving is a time for 
coming together with fami- 
ly, but it’s also a time for 
fire safety. You can start 
now by making sure you 
have working smoke and 
earbon monoxide alarms 
that can alert you to dan- 
ger.” 


Cooking Safety Tips 
There were 711 Thanks- 
giving Day fires from 2016 
to 2020, and 86 percent of 
them started with cooking 


. activities. These fires caused 


seven civilian injuries, 
eight fire service injuries, 
and more than $3 million in 
estimated losses. State Fire 
Marshal Ostroskey offered 
cooking. safety tips that 
everyone can follow to keep 


their kitchens fire-safe this 
year: 

¢ Check to make sure 
your oven is empty before 
turning it on. 

¢ Wear short or tight-fit- 
ting sleeves when cooking. 

¢« Turn pot handles in- 
ward over the stove. 

° Remember to “stand by 
your pan” and stay in the 
kitchen when boiling, fry- 
ing or broiling. 

© Use a timer when bak- 
ing or roasting and never 
leave the house with the 
oven running. 

e The best way to respond 
to a stovetop fire is to “put a 
lid on it” and turn off the 
heat. 

¢ The best way to respond 
to an oven or broiler fire is 
to keep the oven doors 
closed and turn off the heat. 

e If the fire is not quick- 
ly snuffed out, leave the 
house and call 9-1-1 from 
outside. 


Thanksgiving 2020 
Firefighters responded to 
145 fires across the Com- 
monwealth last Thanks- 
giving, including one in a 
New Bedford apartment 
building that spread to 


nearby structures. The fire 
started with an attempt to 
cook a turkey in a gas- 
powered deep fryer. One 
occupant was severely in- 
jured and nearly 30 people 
were displaced. The com- 
bined estimated damages 
incurred totaled $1 million. 

The National Fire Pro- 
tection Association (NFPA) 
strongly discourages the 
use of outdoor gas-fueled 
turkey fryers that immerse 
the turkey in hot oil. There 
are no outdoor turkey fry- 
ers that have a listing 
from an independent test- 
ing laboratory such as UL 
or ETL. 

The NFPA states that 
home use of “turkey fryers 
that use cooking oil, as 
currently designed, are not 
suitable for safe use by 
even a well-informed and 
careful consumer.” This 
risk of an oil spill or the 
ignition of spilled oil is 
quite high. They recom- 
mend using new “oil-less” 
turkey fryers. 


Gas Ovens: A Source 

of Carbon Monoxide 
Generally, the confined 
space of a closed gas oven 


used for cooking does not 
produce enough carbon 
monoxide (CO) to present 
any dangers, unless it is 
used for several hours con- 
secutively like when roast- 
ing a turkey. If you have a 
kitchen exhaust fan, use it; 
if not, crack a window for 
fresh air when using the 
gas oven for a prolonged 
period. 


Home Heating: #2 Cause 

of Fires on Thanksgiving 
Heating is the second 
leading cause of fires on 
Thanksgiving. Give your 
furnace an annual check- 
up, have chimneys cleaned 
and inspected by a profes- 
sional at the beginning of 
heating season, and place 
space heaters on flat, lever 
surfaces where in loca- 
tions where they won’t be 
bumped or tripped over. 
Keep a three-foot “circle of 
safety” around all heat 
sources.

Wilmington has: been 
battle tested too.

against Woburn, Billerica 
and Foxboro, struggled 
mightily against 
Stoneham, while they beat 
Middleboro and earlier in 
the season Melrose. 
Tewksbury sputtered at

Twin Brothers have improved at a rapid pace

WILMINGTON - When 
you talk about the 
Germano Twins, there's 
two things that immedi- 
ately come into mind: 
their conflicts with one 
another, and the fact that 
there's no two other play- 
ers in the past decade- 
plus, who have improved 
more on the football field 
than Pedro and John. 

The Wilmington High 
seniors are two minutes 
apart in age with Pedro 
the older one. He has also 
been the Wildcats’ start- 
ing quarterback in each of 
the past two seasons, 
where he went from mak- 
ing zero pass attempts in 
his first game back in 
March to surpassing the 
1,000-yard plateau last 
week in the playoff loss to 
Foxboro. 

John, the speedy receiv- 
er/return specialist, has 
gone from 11 catches for 
190 yards with two touch- 
downs as a sophomore to 
20 catches for 266 yards 
with three touchdowns 
two years later, but add to 
that two punt return 


touchdowns, two field 
goals and 16 PAT kicks. 

They both also play on 
the defensive side; John 
more so than Pedro. The 
two of them combined 
have been such important 
parts to the 'Cats back-to- 
back winning seasons of 
4-2 and 6-4, including the 
playoff win two weeks 
ago. And while they joke 
around saying the other 
one is “annoying” and 
they've had their share of 
spats, there's some cer- 
tainties when it comes to 
the two kids who wear No. 
1 and No. 2 on the field. 
For one, they never, ever 
stop working and as head 
coach Craig Turner says, 
“they never stop talking”. 
Two, they both can play. 
And lastly, the spit-fire 
relationship has certainly 
brought out the best of 
each other on the field 
every single week. 

"You should _ stick 
around, ° (their battles) 
happens everyday. It's 
like every five minutes. 
When they were younger 
at practice, we had to 
physically separate them 
multiple times because 
they just don't stop going 


at each other," 
Turner with a big laugh. 
"At the same time, they 
are the type of kids who 
compete hard every single 
rep, on every single drill 
with Coach (Jim) Rita at 
practice with the team or 
a Friday night, they just 
go so hard, all of the time. 
Kids like that get to the 
next level. They'll get bet- 


ter and bigger and 
stronger."

"I remember that game. 
It was against Melrose. 
Melrose was fantastic that 
year and they won the 
whole thing," recalled 
Turner. "Our starting 
quarterback was hurt, Joe 
McCauley had just came 
back from a broken foot, 
so we had to throw him 
out to the wolves (despite 
not being fully recov- 
ered). It got to the point 
where he just really 
couldn't move out there 
because he was coming 
off of that injury. We were 
getting our doors blown 
off, so I figured to put 
Pedro in and see if he 
could compete." 

Pedro competed but 
really struggled. He didn't 
complete pass in eight 
attempts, including throw- 


ing an interception and he | 


also had negative five 
rushing yards. McCauley 
and Robarge were the 
QB's the rest of the way 
and Pedro didn't get 
another chance. 

When that season con- 
cluded, it was also the end 
for Ciampa and Robarge, 
who both eventually grad- 
uated, and McCauley 
transferred. Next in line 
was Pedro, but COVID-19 
cancelled the fall season 
and instead, Fall-2 hap- 
pened, an abbreviated six- 
game schedule. Heading 
into that pre-season, 
Turner changed up his 
offense because at that 
time, he had no idea who 
would take the reigns as 
the next signal-caller. 

“Pedro has looked very 
good and has been very 
impressive, very impres- 
sive," said Turner back in 
early March of this year. 
"Both of the Germano 
twins got a little bit bigger 
and a little stronger. 
Pedro won't blow you 
away with his size, but in 
terms of grasping the 
offense and his throwing 
ability, he has really, real- 
ly improved. We fell into 
something really nice 
there. He's going to be a 
pretty good player. He can 
throw it down the field. I 
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The Germano Brothers, Pedro, left, and John, right, 
have provided a lot of spark for the Wildcats over the 
past two seasons, connecting for six touchdown passes. 
They hope to add to that total on Thursday, playing in

think we will be a run- 
heavy offense with some 
good play-action stuff, the 
stuff that will really uti- 
lize his skills. 

“Honestly, Pedro has 
surprised us so much that 
we have opened some 
things up a little bit for 
him, too. I think we will 
be pretty well-balanced in 
terms of throwing it 
either short or deep. He's 
got a strong enough arm 
to stretch the field.” 

What was happening in 
practice, wasn't transpir- 
ing on the field - not yet 
anyway. In the team's 
game against 
Burlington, a 3-0 win 
where both teams could- 
n't generate any kind of 
offense, Pedro was reluc- 
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tant to throw a pass. He 
made zero pass attemps 
and rushed the ball seven 
times for negative 12 
yards. 

"The (start of the) 
spring (season) - was a 
disaster," said Turner. "It 
was an absolute disaster, 
but what we saw in prac- 
tice was really good but in 
games, it was like ‘dude, 
let it go. You have to 
throw it'. He was timid - 
he wouldn't throw it in the 
Burlington game. Now we 
have to tell him to run, it's 
OK. That first intercep- 
tion he threw against 
Foxboro, it was like 'hey 
just run'. He just makes 
so many plays for us with

A history of the rivalry 
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A look back at every game played 


between Tewksbury and Wilmington 


By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
Since 1935, the 
Wilmington and 
Tewksbury High School 
football teams have faced 
one another - every year 
until 2020 when the season 
was cancelled due to 
COVID-19, while the first 
year of '35 the teams 

played each other twice. 
Below are recaps of all 
of the games that we have 
archived information on. 
These recaps were origi- 
nally put together by 
members of the Town 
Crier staff, including 
Capt. Larz Neilson and 
Bob Dicey, and then the 
paper's two Sports 
Editors, Rick Cooke and 
Jamie Pote. Some addi- 
tional information came 
from archives from the 
Lowell Sun newspaper. 
Not all of the games 


were played on 
Thanksgiving - a handful 
were played on 


Armistice/Veteran's Day. 
The games at Wilmington 
were held at the Town 
Common and Town Park 
until Alumni Field opened 
in 1957. 


1935 
Tewksbury 12, 
Wilmington 0 


Tewksbury 6, 
Wilmington 6 

The first game was held 
on October 12, 1935, com- 
ing after six weeks of 
practice for both teams. 
Tewksbury's head coach 
was Don Dunnan, a for- 
mer star player at New 
Hampshire University and 
Wilmington was coached 
by Johnny Grinnell, a for- 
mer star player at Tufts 
University. 

No game _ information 
was found on either game, 
except the Tewksbury 
starting line-up included: 
Barney Marion at right 
end; Louie Nolan at right 
tackle; John Neveska at 
right guard; John Seekins 
at center; Stewart 


Mitchell at left guard; Bob 
Milk at left tackle; 
Captain Frank Livingston 
at left end; Mason 
Alexander at quarterback;

Wilmington's starting 
line-up for that game 
could not be located, how-

flow crowd of 5,000 avid 
grid rooters, who kept 
warm by the _ heated 
action on a cold, drizzling 
Thanksgiving morning," 
wrote Howard Iverson of 
the Lowell Sun.

Played at 
Alumni Field before 4,500 
fans, Wilmington because 
the first team in the eight- 
year history of the confer- 


ence. to capture’ two 
straight league titles, 
extend their winning 


streak to 13, unbeaten 
streak to 19, while 
outscoring opponents on 
the season 258-57. 

Bowen scored the 
game's first touchdown on 
a 1-yard run, which nailed 
down the state's individ- 
ual scoring crown with a 
total of 134 points on 20 
TDs and seven conver- 
sions.

game in the long history 
as Tewksbury won their

The Wildcats came into 
the game with junior run- 
ning back sensation Mike 
Esposito primed to rip up 
the tough Redmen 
defense. But Tewksbury's 
defense bent but didn't

Played before an incredi- 
ble 10,000 fans, Esposito 
and company remem- 
bered what the Redmen 
defense did to them the 
year before and made 
sure that didn't happen 
again. This game was 
notable in the fact that 
Tewksbury managed to 
hold a powerful Wildcat 
team to 13 points. Kicker 
John Stotik provided 
Tewksbury with their only 
points with a field goal. 

The Redmen went with 
junior quarterback Ted 
Casey and fullback Kevin 
Sullivan was carried off 
the field with a neck 
injury. 

The scoring for 
Wilmington eed with a 


Billy Gustus 40-yard pass

The Redmen came into 
this game as overwhelm- 
ing underdogs to the 
unbeaten MVC leading 
Wildcats. A Dave Smith to 
Charlie D'Avanzo 26-yard 
touchdown pass __ put 
Tewksbury up 8-0, a lead 
that the underdogs held on 
for three quarters. 

Two fourth quarter fum- 
bles and the passing of 
Wildcat quarterback Steve 
Coursey did it for the 
Wildcats. Bob Bavota 
came on to fill the running 
shoes of injured WHS star 
and Hall of Famer Dean 
Devlin. 

The WHS squad was one 
of the best defensive 
teams to come down the 
pike with linebackers Leo 
Campbell, a Hall of 
Famer, and Paul Olson, 
ends Jim McNally and 
Bruce MacMillan, and All- 
State Tackle Alan Jansen. 


1973 
Wilmington 34, 
Tewksbury 0 

This game put the finish- 
ing touches on one of the 
most dismal seasons in 
Tewksbury football histo- 
ry. The Redmen finished 
1-8 in Bob Vadeboncouer's 
final season as coach. 

Doug Stewart put on a 
receiving show for the 
Wildeats and Redmen 
fans got a glimpse of the 
flea flicker (Tom Woods to 
Stewart). Carl Butler had 
a super game at quarter- 
back for the Wildcats. 

The Wildcats' first score 
came when Rick Howlett

Tewksbury held off a 
furious Wildcat fourth 
quarter rally that culmi- 
nated in‘a hear-stopping 
goal line stand by the 
TMHS squad. 

Hall of Fame Halfback 
Rick Mackey scored both 
Redmen touchdowns and 
all-conference middle 
guard Mark Stephens was 
a standout on defense. 

The win gave Tewksbury 
a 5-4-1 record under first- 
year head coach Bob 
Aylward, who was on the 
opposite sideline after 
serving as an assistant 
coach on Fred 
Bellissimo's staff. 

Veteran Redmen starters 
were winners for the first 
time. Included in that 
group were Mickey 
Rasmussen, Steve Flagg

The Redmen finished the 
season strong after start- 
ing out 0-3.

The two teams played 
remarkably well consider- 
ing the game was played 
in a torrential rain storm.

Coach Bellissimo 
received a costly penalty 
when he ran onto the field 
to question a call that was 
going against Tewksbury - 
and not Wilmington.

The most aniticipated 
game in the history of the

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like I'm doing alright 
right now,” he said, while 
noting that he has a 
younger brother Jaden, 
who attends the Ryan 
School. “I know a lot 
about my background. 
My mom is always telling 
me about people from 
back in Haiti. I have a lot 
of family back there. My 
whole Dad's side, they 
are all still in Haiti - only 
my mom's side is over 
here.

While most of his family 


is back in Haiti, he has 
quickly found a second 
one here. 

"Coming over here, I 
feel like we're a family of 
one and the guys have my 
back,” said the All- 
Conference selection 
from the Fall-2. season. 
“They are always pushing 
me to become better and 
they always help me 
increase my strength or 
whatever I had to do (to 
get better) and to up 
myself. Over here there's 
more (cohesiveness).

As Sydney has been get- 
ting accustomed to his 
new surroundings here, 
he couldn't help but 
make a few cracks. 

"J. remember seeing 
(Tewksbury's) old field in 
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the dirt -- I don't know 
how they were able to 
play on that. I definitely 
could not have done 
that," he said with a 
laugh. 

Sydney was a starting 
two-way lineman _ at 
Malden during his fresh- 
man and sophomore 
years. The 6-foot-2, 270- 
pound center and nose 
tackle, said immediately, 


while in the trenches, he 
was battle tested, which 
he said has led him to the 
road of success that he's 


on now. 
"T have (usually) been 
bigger than everyone 
else, but I remember my 
freshman year, going 
against a dude who was 
like 350 (pounds)," he 
recalled. "I think that 
helped me grow as a per- 
son (and a football play- 
er) being a freshman and 
going against a kid who 
weighed 350 pounds. I 
think that boosted my 
stamina, gain confidence 
and move forward." 
Throughout the Fall-2 
season and here during 
this 7-3 season, Sydney 
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ree on both the offensive line as a center and the defensive line at 


has come up with a num- 
ber of fantastic games, 
and big plays whether it 
be timely QB_ sacks 
against North Andover 
and Billerica in close 
wins, or just a memo- 
rable play from a blowout 
win over Hopkinton. 

"There was a play 
where I was going down 
the field and I pancaked 
one person, then I got up 
and pancaked another 
like forty yards down the 
field. That was a big play 
right there," he said. 

He's hoping to have 
more of those pancake 
plays when Tewksbury 
visits Wilmington on 
Thursday. He was asked 
what he knew about the 
Wildcats. He turned his 
head, and said, "Stick 
Willy?" before adding, 
"No (I don't know much 
about them or the tradi- 
tion), but I feel like I'm 
learning more and more 
about it as the days go 
on. I feel like it's going to 
be.a great game and I 
definitely feel the intensi- 
ty (of it). I'm ready to 
fight." 

That's what happens in 
the trenches. You fight 
for the edge, you fight for 
body position, you fight 
to give your teammates 
the holes to run through 
and the space to. gain a 
big first down. 

"They (the other line- 
men) are my brothers out 
here. My brothers have 
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my back, so whenever we 
have a play, I know what 
he's doing, I know 
(another guy) is doing so 
I just have to go out and 
do what I need to do or 
whatever the coach 
wants me to do," he said. 

The coach would like 
nothing more than a big 
game from his entire 
team - Sydney and on 
down the line. But either 
way, win or lose, Aylward 
knows this isn't it for 
Sydney in terms of foot- 
ball and success. 

"He's had talks with 
some of those (college) 
coaches. He went to out 
Holy Cross with that 
recruiting class and 
(playing there) is going 
to be a bit of a long shot, 
but the NE-10 schools I 
think, particularly those 
that are stronger aca- 
demically and have engi- 
neering and computer 
science programs, those 
are places where I would 
like to see him land 
because he can move 
within that," said 
Aylward. "It's going to 
be an academic decision, 
more than anything else 
in the end for him. 

"T know the WPI's, the 
RPI's would love to have 
him. A lot of schools out 
of the CCC Conference 
have been interested in 
him. If he looks at 
schools like Merrimack 
and St. Anselm and some 
of those schools that have 
the (academic) programs 
(that he likes would bene- 
fit him more). If he's liv- 
ing on campus and has a 
full-time strength and 
conditioning coach (he 
could thrive). He's done

is smiles,” he said with 
the biggest smile.

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The 1961 Wildcats: Greatest WHS Football Team ever? 


The story below is a 
combination of two sto- 
ries previously written in 
the Town Crier about the 
Wilmington High School 
Football team of 1961.

WHS Athletic Hall of 
Fame -in 2018 and also 
mixed in are quotes from 
Kevin Field from a story 
that was published in 
2011, celebrating the 
team’s 50th anniversary.

Prior to this past 
Saturday night, only six 
teams in the history of 
the Wilmington High 
School Football program 
had been inducted into 
the school's Athletic Hall 
of Fame. Before a sold- 
out crowd at the Hillview 
Country Club, the 1961 
» team rightfully became 
» the seventh team to make 
the elite status dating 
back to the program's 
first year of existence in 
1935. 

The 1961 team, coached 
by Fred Bellissimo, was 
led by its four captains 
Ed Woods, Rick Froton, 
Kevin Field and Dave 
Fuller. The team finished 
8-0-1 and captured the 
Lowell Suburban League 
Championship Title. 

That season was the 
start of pure dominance 
by the 'Cats, who went on 
to finish 9-0 in 1962 win- 
ning another league title, 
before moving to the 
Merrimack Valley 
Conference and captur- 
ing league titles in 1964, 
1967, 1968 and then 1972, 
the fifth title in 11 sea- 
sons. 

While the achievement 
of finishing 8-0-1 on the 


season, including the 
league championship 
title was impressive 


enough for the 'Cats, this 
roster was completely 
loaded with tremendous 
talent including two cur- 
rent WHS Hall of Fame 
Coaches in Bellissimo 
and assistant at the time 
John Ritchie, as well as 
ten individuals who are 
currently enshrined into 
the Hall including Dicky 
Allard, Jack Bowen, 
Peter Emery, Billy 
Ritchie, Field, Froton, 
Jim Gillis, Keith Arnold, 
Jon Fairfield and Woods. 

In the team's nine 
games, the Wildcats 
outscored their oppo- 
nents 171-54, including 
posting shut out wins 
over Billerica, Bedford 
and North Reading, 
while giving up eight 
points or less in all but 
one game, the 18-18 tie 
against Chelmsford com- 
ing in the fifth game of 
the season. 


On the season, 
Wilmington defeated 
Burlington (30-8), 


Billerica (12-0), Bedford 
(20-0), Dracut (14-6), tied 
Chelmsford, then topped 
North Andover (26-6), 
North Reading (19-0), 
Lynnfield (14-8) and 
Tewksbury (18-6). 

When the season had 
ended, Woods was named 
to the All-Scholastic 
Class C team, following 
in the footsteps of his two 
brothers Leo and Joe, 
who were both part of the 
1939 and 1948 league 
championship —_ teams. 
Fairfield was named a 
reserve on the All- 
Scholastic team, and 
both Bowen and Field 
were named to the 
Boston Herald _ All- 
Scholastic Honorable 
Mention team. Bowen 
was given the William F. 
Casey Memorial Award 
as the team's Most 
Outstanding Player of 
the Year, coming as a 
junior. 

This was also the first 
unbeaten season for 
Bellissimo, followed later 
in his career with three 
additional undefeated 
seasons. 

“It was a fantastic sea- 
son,” Field said. “We had 
kind of a rough year (the 
season before) where we 
lost some tough games, 
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but we gave some very 
good teams like Lynnfield 
some great battles and 
then of course we beat 
Tewksbury. So it really 
started to come together 
the last few games (dur- 
ing the 1960 season). 

“We expected to do well, 
but we did not imagine 
we would go undefeated, 
not in that league,” Field 
said. “There were so 
many tough games. 
There were no breaks on 
our schedule. I remem- 
ber playing Chelmsford 
and their line averaged 
250 pounds. They were 
all such big kids.” 

The Wildcats started off 
the season with the 30-8 
road victory against 
Burlington, and did it 
without Field, who was 
injured. Wilmington 
trailed 8-3 at halftime 
with Froton supplying 
the only points on a 21- 
yard field goal. In the 
second half, the 'Cats 
offense exploded with 
touchdowns by Frank 
Munroe, Bowen (24-yard 
run) and Bob O'Leary 


(47-yard-run). 
The next contest was a 
home game against 


Billerica in front of 2,400 
fans. Fields returned to 
the line-up but played 
just on offense, splitting 
duties at end with Billy 
Cotter. The scores came 
from Munroe and then 
Fields, who caught a 
pass from QB Allard, but 
the team's defense was 
the story of this win. 
Nose guard Albie Hall 
recovered two fumbles 
and Woods intercepted a 
pass late in the game 
with the Indians driving. 

With the 2-0. start, 
Wilmington continued to 
dominate, this time a 20-0 
win over Bedford. Fields 
scored two touchdowns, 
including a 65-yard punt 
return, then on a pass 
from Allard. O'Leary had 
the other TD, a 22-yard 
run. 

The next opponent was 
Dracut, the reigning 
Suburban League 
Champions and were led 
by legendary coach Ed 
Murphy. Wilmington 
relied on its running 
game as Bowen had over 
100 yards rushing and 
scored a_ touchdown, 
while Allard scored the 
other one. Froton was 
tremendous in all phases 
of the kicking game, and 
defensively Woods had an 
interception and was part 
of stopping the Middies 
from scoring late in the 
game. Dracut had man- 
aged three first downs 
and moved the ball to the 
Wilmington 35, before 
being stopped on fourth 
down coming with 40 sec- 
onds left in the game. - 

The fifth game was the 
aforementioned tie with 
Chelmsford. This was a 
tough one for the 'Cats to 
swallow. Wilmington had 
a 12-0 lead after the first 
quarter and an 18-0 lead 
before Chelmsford scored 
three touchdowns in the 
final three minutes of the 
game to come back and 
have the game end in a 
tie. Allard and Bowen 
scored on rushing touch- 
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downs, 
added a 50-yard intercep- 
tion return for the third 
score. 

While Chelmsford pre- 
sented all kinds of prob- 
lems for Wilmington's 
defense, the week six 
opponent North Andover 
came into 'Cats territory 
led by. an outstanding 
running back named Gus 
Moynihan, who had 
scored 34 points in his 
previous four games. 
While he managed to fin- 
ish with 138 rushing 
yards, Wilmington's 
ground game between 
Munroe, McLaughlin and 
Bowen combined for 380 
rushing yards, led by an 
incredible performance 
by the entire offensive 
line, especially Woods 
who was unstoppable in 
this contest. 

Allard had. a_ very 
strong game rushing in 
the first score, while also 
adding a TD pass to 
Fields, | which was 
described as 'the catch of 
the year, diving horizon- 
tally' and a_ two-point 
conversion pass to 
Fields. Bowen scored the 
last TD on a 65-yard run. 

Defensively, Fairfield 
recovered a fumble and 
Cotter had an intercep- 
tion. 

After a 19-0 win over 
North Reading, 
Wilmington took on 
Lynnfield and the ‘Cats 
gave the Pioneers their 
first loss against a Class 
C or D team in the previ- 
ous 17 games. Fuller 
came through with a 
huge defensive tackle, 
nullifying a score from 
the one-yard line. 

Wilmington went up 14-0 
on touchdowns by Allard 
on a QB sneak, behind 
the hole created by 
Fairfield and Hall, and 
then a rush by Bowen, 
and Allard to Field con- 
nection on the conversion 
pass. 

Lynnfield cut the deficit 
to 14-8 and very late in 
the game the Pioneers 
were driving. They had 
the ball in the 
Wilmington 13 and the 
team's running back 
Frank Berardino - who 
the year earlier finished 
with 120 points on the 
season, ranking him sec- 
ond all-time in the histo- 
ry of the program - took 
the ball and crossed the 
goal line, but apparently 
the referees blew the 
whistles right before that 
to end the play, thus nul- 
lifying the touchdown. 
Berardino then lost his 
cool, and was penalized 
15 yards. Lynnfield then 
had one final chance, but 
Fields intercepted a pass 
to seal the victory. 

Wilmington closed out 
the season with an 18-6 
win over Tewksbury in 
"The Mud Bowl Game," 
which gave the 'Cats the 
league § championship 
title. Gillis, a sophomore, 
was named the Game's 
Most Outstanding Player. 

“That was the game,” 
Field said. “It did not 
matter what your record 
was the rest of the year, 
all that mattered was if 
you won on 
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Thanksgiving. 

“J remember 
Tewksbury had a great 
team as well and I think I 
if they beat us they would 
have won the league. I 
remember we had gotten 
a snow storm, so the 
morning of the game 
they had plowed the field 
with actual snow plows 
and trucks, so the field 
was all muddy and it was 
very cold. But it was a 
great game and it was 
one we will never forget.” 

That victory closed out 
the incredible season, 
one of the best in pro- 
gram history. 

“We always played as a 
team,” Field _ said. 
“There were some games 
I felt like we had no busi- 
ness winning because the 
other teams were so big 
or so talented, but we just 


refused to lose. It was 
really just - amazing 
teamwork.”

TEWKSBURY-LAS 
VEGAS-KUWAIT - 
Jimmy Brooks left behind 
a legacy before he suc- 
cumbed to brain cancer 
on April 21, 1986. In the 
Fall of 1987 Tewksbury 
dedicated a fieldhouse in 
Brooks’ name at the old 
Doucette Field. The 
Brooks’ name has _ trav- 
elled to the spanking new 
football § stadium/field- 
house that is home to the 
Tewksbury High School 
football team. That field- 
house named for Brooks 
is an important part of 
what makes TMHS foot- 
ball tick. It’s basically 
where the team gets to 
work and bonds long 
before the pads begin pop- 
ping. 

When a town decides to 
put your name on a build- 
ing, a gymnasium or a 
fieldhouse it means that 
you have made a lasting 
contribution to a commu- 
nity. 

Jimmy Brooks’ con- 
tributed in ways that go 
way beyond his 40 years 
spent on this earth. The 
co-founder of Tewksbury 
Pop Warner and _ the 
President and co-founder 
of the Redmen Football 
Club was the original 
mover-and-shaker behind 
the rejuvenation of what 
was then a moribund var- 
sity football program. Bob 
Aylward had just come to 
Tewksbury to coach the 
‘Redmen in the Fall of 
1974, and he knew right 
away that he needed an 


experienced business 
executive who cared a 
whole lot about 


Tewksbury High School 
football. He found one in 
Brooks. 

Brooks was a 1963 TMHS 
graduate and an All- 
Suburban defensive end 
who played for and loved 


Tewksbury legendary 
coaches Charlie Hazel 
and Frank Flanagan. Not 
only did Brooks play for 
some great coaches, he 
got a master’s course in 
just what it took to build a 
winning football program. 
Jimmy also had the right 
attitude that would help 
spark a varsity football 
rebuild. He was a worker 
and a planner. He also 
knew how to lighten the 
mood when times got 
tough. Jimmy was both a 
fun guy and a tough guy. 
He basically was driven to 
succeed. And he raised his 
family in exactly the same 
way. They all would live 
and breathe Tewksbury 
sports. Especially 
Tewksbury football. 

Brooks also was. all 
about family. He helped 
raise a daughter and a 
son with his wife Pauline. 
That daughter Maryellen 
(Brooks) Hirtle has 
helped to continue the 
Brooks’ football legacy 
with her three sons 
James, Alec and Sean all 
playing TMHS football. 
Their mom played volley- 
ball, basketball and soft- 
ball at TMHS. Sean is a 
junior and was starting at 
linebacker and fullback 
for Coach Brian 
Aylward’s varsity team 
until he was sidelined by 
an injury. Maryellen has 
raised her sons in the 
same home where her dad 
passed away all those 
years ago. 

Perhaps the most 
poignant story is the one 
between Jimmy and his 
son Brian. Brooks only 
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son played on a TMHS 
Hall of Fame _ football 
team back in 1990. That 
team fell to Peabody in 
the Division One Super 
Bowl, 20-14 in a wind- 
chilled game played in 
Foxboro. Jimmy Brooks 
never got to see Brian 
play in that game. 
Fortunately, he lived long 
enough to see his beloved 
Redmen defeat 
Bridgewater-Raynham in 
a 1985 Super Bowl also 
played in Foxboro. Jimmy 
sat in a wheelchair and 
watched that game from 
the Tewksbury sideline. 
Brian would begin playing 
freshman football in 1987. 
His dad never got to see 
him roam sideline to side- 
line making tackles from 
his linebacker position. 
He never got to see Brian 
rally behind substitute 
quarterback Sean Mackey 
with able support from his 
spot at right guard in that 
Super Bowl defeat. By 
that time, Jimmy’s name 
was on the fieldhouse that 
Brian would soon walk in 
and out of every day of his 
varsity football life. 

Brian would go on to 
serve in the United States 
Air Force (1993-2000) 
before moving in and out 
of the private sector with 
a career in cyber security. 
Currently he is in Kuwait 
working for the United 
States Army Central 
Command as a Theater 
Project Manager covering 
Jordan, Iraq, Syria, 
Kuwait and Qatar. Brian 
was essentially bombed 
out of his employment 
location when the Taliban 
attacked in 2010. When 
that attack happened 
Brian thought of his co- 
workers first and himself 
second. Like father, like 
son. Jimmy Brooks 
always sought to support 
others, no matter how 
tough the task at hand 
was. His dad. would be 
busting his buttons proud 
of the 48-year-man that 
Brian Brooks is today. 
Despite working in a land 
far away, Brian still calls 
Tewksbury home. 


DEEP ROOTS IN 
TEWKSBURY 
“My mom is still alive 
and living in Chelmsford, 
and my sister is living in 
the house in Tewksbury 
that we grew up in and 
that my dad died in,” says 
Brooks in an early morn- 


ing phone call from 
Kuwait. “I met my wife 
Mayalee in the 


Philippines on my R&R 
when I was stationed in 
Korea. We dated for two 
years prior to getting 
married in February of 
2007. We have two boys, 
Miller Brogan Brooks (14) 
and James Edward 
Brooks (12). Both my kids 
are keeping up the foot- 
ball tradition by playing 
on the eighth and seventh 
grade travel teams in 
Tewksbury. My sister’s

kids have all played high 


school football. 
“J graduated from 
Tewksbury High School in 


1991 and played football 
for four years, making 
Second Team All- 
Conference for two of 
those years. I was defen- 
sive captain my senior 
year. My football high- 
lights included a 20 tackle 
game against St. John’s 
Prep and the following 
week a 16 tackle game 
against Andover my jun- 
ior year. I also played 
baseball and was on the 
winter and spring track 
teams, sprinting and 
throwing the discus and 
shot put.” 

Brian prepared for his 
career with a solid educa- 
tion that included time at 
Westfield State, Western 


New England, 
Community College of the

Then I went 
back to Korea for four 
years as a civilian and 
started the US Forces 
Korea Information 
Assurance Directorate. I 
worked in Iraq for five 
years with Raytheon and 
General Dynamics as a 
Principal IA Engineer 

“I also worked in 
Afghanistan (Kabul) as 
Country Manager and 
Vice President of Afghan 
Operations for Tribalco 
until the Taliban attacked 
and I had to leave after 
less than a year. My next 
jobs included Project 
Manager for Lockheed 
Martin, working’ in 
Afghanistan (Kabul) in 
Cyber SME with RACE 
Systems for three years; 
then as a contractor at 
the MITRE Center and 
Air Force Command, 
Control, Communications, 
Intelligence and Networks 
Directorate for five years 
as Program Task 
Manager/Principal Cyber 
Engineer before going 
back in the private sector 
for Mayflower 
Communications 
Company as Director of 
Cyber Security. I’m cur- 
rently in Kuwait working 
for US Army Central 
Command as Theater 
Projects Manager for 
mostly Jordan, Iraq, 
Syria, Kuwait and Qatar.” 


MEMORABLE FOOTBALL 
MOMENTS 

“I started playing base- 
ball and football when I 
was five or six years old,” 
remembers Brian 
Brooks. “My father was 
there for everything that 
me and my sister did. He 
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never missed a practice 
or a game unless he was 
traveling for work. He 
taught me how to play 
both baseball and foot- 
ball. I know that he was 
one of the original 
Redmen Club members. 
He was a founding mem- 
ber of the Redmen 
Football Club. He was 
always there planning 
fundraisers like a pancake 
breakfast and the 50/50 
raffle. He also volun- 
teered to hold the chains, 
film and do anything for 
the team. He taught me 
to care about what you 
do. He brought me every- 
where with him as it per- 
tained to football. I would 
spend hours on a Sunday 
kicking field goals while 
he and the coaches would 
review the previous 
game’s film. 

“In 1980 Tewksbury .just 
beat Wilmington on 
Thanksgiving and then we 
sat in the car for another 
30 minutes listening to the 
radio waiting for a team 
to lose to see if Tewksbury 
would go to the Super 
Bowl against Winthrop. 
In 1985 my father was in a 
wheelchair and I was on 
the sideline watching the 
team win the Super Bowl. 
My father was, very happy 
with the win. 

“T have so many stories 
about my father I don't 
really know where to 
begin. He was the best- 
ask anyone like Lefty 
Aylward, Connie Barry, 
Ernie Lightfoot, Jim 
Sullivan, Jack Lightfoot 
and my uncle’ Bob 
Brooks. You could even 
talk to players like Rob 
Aylward, Brian Aylward 
and Bud MacdAllister. 
Everyone has a_ story 
about my .father. People 
still talk about him when I 
am around. 

“I was fortunate enough 
to. never lose __ to 
Wilmington. I remember 
shoveling the field off to 
play, and my senior year 
we were on the road in 
Wilmington. We win, 
we were in. That was the 
motto. The first play of 
the game I made a tackle 
for a loss and it was loud 
and exciting. My junior 
year I had an interception 
during the game as well. 

“Playing with the guys 
on that 1990 team was spe- 
cial, especially the guys 
on the line like Mark "Big 
Daddy" Whynot, John 
Harvey, Robert Barrasso, 
Paul Mbottolo, Andy 
DeFelice and Danny 


Sprague. We were a real- 
ly tight group of guys 
that weren't afraid of any-

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one. I only weighed 160 
pounds and Barrasso was 
about the same. We didn't 
care and we just literally 
kicked the crap out of 
everyone, including a very 
big Andover team who 
were 220-300 pounds up 
front as well as St. John's 


Prep and Central 
Catholic. We had special 
running backs like 


(Timmy) Lightfoot and 
(Sean) Conley who were 
flanked by Sean Mackey. 
We were a very talented 
offense. Defense was 
even more fun. I had 
Billy Sharkey on _ the 
inside with me in a 5-2 
defense and I was on the 
outside with either Sean 
Rogers or (Jon) Harvey 
at the ends in a 5-3. We 
really liked the contact 
and that's what made us 
special. 

“Unlike a lot of teams in ° 
the MVC, Tewksbury is 
always smaller than 
everyone, yet we know 
what it takes to win. We 
never came off the field. I 
was also the long snapper 
for punts and extra points 
and was on the punt 
return and kickoff and 
return teams. Needless to 
say, almost our entire 
team played both ways 
and was spent after the 
games. 

“Most of our games we 
came from behind, and it 
was special watching 
Timmy Lightfoot run a 
kickoff. back against 
Dracut to get us a win. 
Also. I remember Dana 
Boudreau going down in 
the Super Bow] and it kind 
of knocked the wind out of 
us. However, we kept 
playing hard with Mack at 
quarterback. It was a 
great memory even in 
defeat.” 


A LIFE-LESSON BEGAN 
IN TEWKSBURY 


“The most stressful time 
in my life was when the 
Taliban attacked the Safi 
Landmark Hotel in Kabul 
on February 26, 2010. 
Twenty people were killed 
and it lasted about four 
hours. Trying to manage 
and account for my people 
during the attack, I had to 
remain calm while calling 
for my quick reaction 
force (QRF) to attempt 
an extraction. I. just 
remember calling my 
wife, mother and CEO of 
my company trying to 
provide updates while it 
was being aired on TV in 
the States. Playing sports 
teaches you to remain 
calm and focused at all 
costs. Sports also teach 
you not to be selfish, and 
in that moment I could 
have thought just about 
me and my safety, but I 
needed to make sure that 
my guys were safe and 
coordinate an extraction. 

“T grew up around some 
very influential people 
like Lefty, Steve Levine, 
Ernie Lightfoot and Rick 
Harris. The list can go on 
forever, but Harris started 
it off by being a very 
strict coach. He always 
preached discipline and 
was hard-nosed for a Pop 
Warner coach. Ernie was 
my freshman coach and 
he didn't let me get away 
with anything. He was a 
great friend of my father 
and he kept me in line. 
Steve Levine was not only 
a coach, but a mentor as a 
teacher and coach. He 
took the time to explain 
things and could be tough 
when it was needed. He 
and Bill Piscione made 
me run every event my 
senior year in track that 
included the two mile and 
the mile. I was one tired 
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person that day. Lefty 
Aylward was one of my 
dad’s best friends, my 
godfather and a_ great 
coach. He was there when 
my dad died and contin- 
ued to be there throughout 
the rest of my high school 
years.. Lastly, Connie 
Barry, my stepdad. He 
had the challenge of being 
my coach and also trying 
to be .a stepdad and 
friend. He was tough, but 
looking back I probably 
needed most of those 
rules. We’ve become a lot 
closer over the past 15 
years than we were when I 
was growing up.” 


BROOKS BACKS UP 
FOR A FRIEND 


Sean Mackey wanted to 
talk about his friend’ when 
he sent a message from 
his home in Las Vegas. 
Mackey was the solid ath- 
lete who stepped in to fill 
that quarterback void in 
that Super Bowl loss to 
Peabody back in 1990. 
Briggs was playing right 
guard on offense and 
roaming the Foxboro field 
hitting anything that 
moved from his position at 
linebacker. Sean always 
knew that he could count 
on his friend to be there 
when it mattered most. 

“T have known Brooksie 
going on 38 years since I 
moved back to Tewksbury 
in the fifth grade. From 
that point until graduation 
we were pretty insepara- 
ble. We spent countless 
hours in our backyards 
playing any type of sport 
we had equipment for. 
Wiffleball, football, bas- 
ketball, throwing the base- 
ball around. You name it, 
we were probably doing 
it. Brooksie and I played 
on the same youth basket- 
ball teams growing up, 
played on the same team 
every year in football and 
played together on the 
varsity baseball team. 

“Brian was a really good 
athlete and an exception- 
ally intelligent football 
player. He was an under- 
sized lineman and _line- 
backer who used that 
intelligence and _athleti- 
cism to constantly beat 
the opponent that was 
lined up against him. He 
was the type of player who 
really could have played 
any position on the field 
because he knew what 
everyone was supposed to 
do on any given play. He 
was our defensive signal 
caller and would call out 
the offensive blocking 
schemes at the line of 
scrimmage. On top of 
being a great player, he 
was an even better friend. 
Whether it was just being 
there for me when I was 
down or having my back 
when things got out of 
hand. 

“One particular moment 
comes to mind when it 
came to having my back. 
We were playing a tight 
game against Reading in 
the baseball State 
Tournament when we had 
runners on first and third. 
I was on third. The run- 
ner from first attempted 
to steal and the catcher 
threw straight back to the 
pitcher, at which point I 
was caught in a run 
down. The pitcher threw 
to the catcher a little wild 
as I was retreating back to 
third base. Once I saw the 
ball got a little bit away 
from the catcher I bolted 
home. The 6'2 200 pound 
catcher and I arrived at 
the same time. I lowered 
my shoulder to try to dis- 
lodge the ball and his 
elbow caught me square 
in the temple at full speed 
and I was knocked out 
cold (and was called out). 
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The catcher then dropped 
the ball on my chest as I 
laid there not 
moving. Brooksie, who 
was in the on deck circle, 
came charging out on to 
the field to, let's say, give 
him a piece of his mind as 
both benches cleared. In 
hindsight, probably not 
the best way to handle it, 
but that was Brooksie. 
He’s got your back all 
day.” 


REDMEN CLUB 
THUMBS A RIDE 


Jim Sullivan (senior) the 
father of Tewksbury High 
School varsity golf coach 
James Sullivan, has a 
great Jimmy Brooks story 
to tell that let’s you know 
just how much Brooks 
cared. about helping 
Coach Aylward jump start 
a floundering Tewksbury 
Redmen football team. 
The crew that Brooks sur- 
rounded himself with on 
that first Redmen Football 
Club cared to the point 
where they were willing to 
walk-and even hitchhike- 
over a mountain- to help 
the team get better with a 
football camp away from 
home that would help the 
players to bond and focus 
on the task at hand. If 
things went wrong these 
guys would have a few 
laughs and then make the 
best of a bad situation. 

“Well back when Lefty 
Aylward had just started 
coaching in Tewksbury, he 
wanted to find a football 
camp that the kids could 
go to for the start of the 
football season. So on the 
weekend of Jimmy's wed- 
ding anniversary, Jimmy, 
myself, Ernie Lightfoot 
and Lefty decided to leave 
Friday morning and head 
off to New Hampshire in 
one of Lefty's famous 
Volkswagen vans to check 
out a camp for the high 
school football team. 

“After a few hours on the 
road we found ourselves 
on the Kancamagus 
Highway broken down for 
about the third time that 
day. About this time 
Brooksie is getting a bit 
nervous about getting 
home for his anniversary. 
Hell, we were all worried 
about just getting to the 
other side of the moun- 
tain. So after a few 
attempts to get the van 
started and almost going 
over the side of the road, 
we decided to hitchhike 
our way across the moun- 
tain and hook up with 
Lefty's brother, who was 
working in Lincoln, New 
Hampshire. That's right, 
four of the biggest guys 
you have ever seen, 
thumbing across the 
Kancamagus Highway. 

“At this point Jimmy has 
come to grips with the 
fact that any plans he had 
for his and Pauline's 
anniversary are out the 
window. Well, to the sur- 
prise of all of us, about the 
third car to come along 
the highway stops and 
picks us up and brings us 
to Lincoln, where we final- 
ly hook up with Jack, 
Lefty's brother. Jimmy 
now has to call Pauline 
and let her know that we 
were all safe, but the 
anniversary would have to 
wait another week since 
we have no way of getting 
home until my wife can 
come and get us. And 
while Jimmy did feel ter- 
rible about missing his 
anniversary, aS. you can 
imagine, we made the best 
of a bad situation and 
enjoyed Jimmy's anniver- 
sary with him. But he still 
had a ton of explaining to 
do to Pauline when we 
finally made our way 
home Sunday afternoon. 
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Jimmy was just such a 
great guy and lived being 
able to laugh at himself.” 


THE BROOKS’ SPIRIT 
LIVES ON 


In the Fall of -1987 
Tewksbury decided to ded- 
icate the refurbished (for 
the first time) fieldhouse 
to Jimmy Brooks. At half- 
time of a home game 
against Andover High 
School there was a brief 
ceremony. Brian Brooks 
was getting ready to play 
freshman football in 
Tewksbury. Just three 


years later Brian and the 


Redmen would be leading 
the Redmen-now coached 
by Joe DelGrosso-back to 
another Super Bowl. 

The Redmen would lose 
on that frigid, wind-blown 
day to undefeated 


Peabody. The Tanners | 


were bigger, stronger, 
faster and ultimately bet- 
ter. Redmen starting quar- 
terback Dana Boudreau 
was sent to the sidelines 
early in the game with a 
severely sprained ankle. 
Multi-talented Sean 
Mackey stepped in and 
played well at quarter- 
back. Halfback Tim 
Lightfoot scored two 
touchdowns and ran for 
119 yards on 19 carries. 
The defense, led by Brian 
Brooks and a tiny relent- 
less defender in Dan 
Gillette, kept the Redmen 
in the game. Gillette 
would die tragically and 
heroically years later 
while trying to save his 
passenger after a highway 
car accident. 

Brian Brooks would live 
to tell the story of just how 
he felt before, during and 
after that game. Brian felt 
like his team “spilled their 
guts” in typical 
Tewksbury football fash- 
ion. It had become a way 
of life to these kids. The 
spirit of Jimmy Brooks 
could be felt everywhere. 
These Redmen wouldn’t 
be pushed around. They 
may have been undersized 
and the underdog, but it 
could be argued that if 
Boudreau. doesn’t — get 
injured the Redmen score 
a major upset that day 
back in 1990. 

Bob Aylward left 
Tewksbury briefly to 
coach varsity football at 
Nashua High School, but 
like the Brooks family, 
Aylward’s heart was 
always in Tewksbury. 
When Aylward came back 
to coach Redmen football 
it hit home what he had 
been missing. There was a 
spirit that was felt every- 
where you turned. Spirit 
from people like Jimmy 
Brooks. It was as_ if 
Brooks had never left. 

“Jimmy was an amazing 
man,” remembers 
Aylward. “He was the only 
Redmen Football Club 
President for 13 years 
until he passed on. He was 
a self-made guy, a great 
business executive who 
worked his way up in his 
company. He loved Coach 
Hazel and all _ that 
Tewksbury had to offer. 
We lived in the same 
neighborhood. We played 
softball together. He was a 
tough guy. A giving guy. 
He was solid as steel. Just 
a great guy. 

“He was also a very 
bright guy. He was a guy 
you could talk to and tell 
him your deepest secrets 
and concerns. I could 
always trust Brooksie. I 
miss him all the time. He 
was very loyal to 
Tewksbury. He believed in 
the system.” 

And the system was a 
perfect fit for Jimmy 
Brooks. When this journey 
began it was a challenge.

That spirit is infused 
today in the Brooks family 
and in son Brian, who is 
willing to work unselfishly 
separated from his family 
to keep people safer and 
more secure. 

The next time you walk 
past that fieldhouse in 
Tewksbury stop and give 
thanks to a person you 
probably never met. 
Thanksgiving is a day for 
giving thanks. So thank 
you Jimmy Brooks. Thank 
you Brian Brooks. Thank 
you Brooks family. Thank 
you for a spirit that lives 
on forever in Tewksbury.

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By JAMIE POTE 
Sports Editor 
jamiepote@hotmail.com 
WILMINGTON - Several 
years ago when the cur-

Gavin 
Erickson and Marcello 
Misuraca rushed in 
scores, while John 
Germano had a big punt 
return for a touchdown. 

Wilmington 29, 
Gr.

Wilmington got in the 
win column with a con- 
vincing non-league win. 
John Germano converted 
on his second punt return 
TD, while Misuraca had a 
big day with 93 rushing 
yards and two scores. 

Billerica 36, 
Wilmington 21 

The ‘Cats jumped out to 
a 14-7 halftime lead 
against a team that just 
lost in the D2 state semi- 
finals this past weekend, 
but the Indians dominated 
in the second half to come 
away with the win. 

Pedro Germano had a 
big 71-yard TD run for the 
first score and later on he 
connected on a 42-yard TD 
strike to Erickson. 

Wilmington 31, 
Melrose 22 

The 'Cats finally beat 
Melrose for what seemed 
like eternity. The 'Cats 
jumped out to a 17-7 half- 
time lead behind scores 
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been playing football for 
that long. His size and 
athletic ability, he has a 
chance to be a scholar- 
ship kid. There are some 
good schools that are 
interested in him. He 
works really hard - he's 
one hundred percent in 
the group of kids like (for- 
mer players) Dean Nally 
and Tyler Roberts, you 
don't have to tell him to 
work.

The big anchor of the 
offensive and defensive lines 
finishing up stellar career 


dominated the line of 
scrimmage against bigger 
teams like Middleboro 
and Melrose. 

"Overall we've gotten a 
lot better as the season 
has gone on. We're a bit 
undersized in parts of it, 
but we have made up for 
that with good angles, 
staying low and knowing 
the plays. It's been good 
so far," Chirichiello said. 
"Adam Sulick just started 
playing football last year. 
He never played in his life 
and he came in, assumed 
the role and has played 
well. He has played left 
tackle, right tackle, left 
guard and has done it all. 
Ali Aboukal is a sopho- 
more and he's been really 
good for us." 

This Thursday, the 'Cats 
will have one of its tough- 
est challenges all season 
from. their next door 
neighbors.

"I think we are ready for 
them up front. We're not 
going to see a bigger or 
tougher line than we did 
with Middleboro and we 
handled them pretty good 
and we ran all over them.

The Wildcats entered the 
game was underdogs, with 
a 2-7 record, including a 
six-game losing streak 
and a seven-game losing 
streak against the 
Redmen and were up 
against a talented and 
experienced team with the 
likes of QB Dana 
Boudreau and_ backs 
Larry Rodgers and Hall of 
Famer Ryan McNeal. 

Wilmington struck first 
as junior QB John 
O'Reilly scored on a one- 
yard sneak. Tewksbury 
came right back as 
Rodgers scored his first of 
four TDs on the day. After 
that, the offense contin- 
ued to throw jabs at one 
another with McNeal 
scoring his second TD, 
before Wilmington coun- 
tered with scores from 
John Burke on a 27-yard 
punt return and a 9-yard 
run by Bobby Fleming 
helping the 'Cats take a 
20-14 halftime lead. 

After McNeal tied it up 
early in the second half, 
O'Reilly put some dis- 
tance between the two 
teams with another one- 
yard QB sneak before a 
20-yard TD pass to Tom 
Aprile. 


McNeal added his fourth 
score of the game, but the 
‘Cats held on for the win. 


1992 
Tewksbury 12, 
Wilmington 7 

McNeal was a difference 
maker once again as he 
scored the game winning 
touchdown on a 15-yard 
run. 

Wilmington had taken 
the lead, before QB Chris 
Snow struck for an 82- 
yard TD pass to Jay 
Mackey to tie the game 
up. i 
Tewksbury's Steve 
Sinkus and Doug Ivers 
also had strong games. 

Playing well for the 
‘Cats included Jason 
Early, Tom Aprile and 
Tom Killilea. 


1993 
Tewksbury 23, 
Wilmington 14 

Even though both teams 
came into the contest with 
losing records, over 4,000 
fans packed Doucette 
Field to see a pretty com- 
petitive game. 

Wilmington's first-year 
coach Gerry Sullivan 
rolled the dice very early 
as from his own 24 yard 
line, Wilmington called for 
a fake punt, but the pass 
attempt was dropped.-The 
next play from scrim- 
mage, ‘Tewksbury QB 
Chris. Snow connected 
with Hall of Famer Ben 
Christopher for a TD. 

The 'Cats again went for 
it on fourth down from 
deep in their territory on 
their next possession and 
again they didn't convert. 
Several plays later, Greg 
Johnson recovered a 
Tewksbury fumble, which 
eventually set up Bryon 
Burke's 46-yard TD run as 
part of his strong 14 car- 
ries for 78-yards perform- 
ance. 

Both teams would add a 
score and later on Hall of 
Famer Mike  Torode 
scored on a 40-yard run to 
put the game away for the 
Redmen. |

Both teams had tough 
seasons - Tewksbury (2-7) 
with many injuries to its 
most skilled players: and 
Wilmington had just one 
win and were outscored 
284-101 in its nine games. 

In his final game as head 
coach, Joe DelGrosso 
guided the Redmen to a 
victory, bringing out a 
play that had worked for 
the program back in the 
1985 Super Bowl game - a 
fake punt with QB Mike 
Torode tossing a 45-yard 
pass to Carl Cyr which 
broke the game open. 

Torode and Alex Adorno 
also added scores. 

This was the final game 
for Wilmington as a mem- 
ber of the Merrimack 
Valley Conference. 


1995 
Tewksbury 36, 
Wilmington 7 

In the 60th meeting 
between the two schools, - 
- and at the time thought 
to be the last -- a high-pro- 
filed Tewksbury offensive 
juggernaut, behind the 
wisdom of head coach 
Bob Aylward, who 
returned to the helm and 
offensive coordinator 
Gary Ballou, the Redmen 
dominated this one to put 
the finishing touches on a 
10-0 regular season 
record. 

That morning, Aylward 
and Ballou had to adjust 
their game plan after 
finding out that Alex 
Adorno was injured, so a 
young sophomore named 
Matt Petros, a Hall of 
Famer, emerged. All he 
did was rush for 50 yards 
on just three carries and 
add a 66-yard TD pass 
from Torode. Ben 
Christopher had a mon- 
ster game with eight car- 
ries for 114 yards, while 
adding five receptions for. 
50 yards, three total touch- 
downs, four PAT kicks and 
a conversion rush. 

"This is the best offense 
I've seen here in my 15 
years," said Ballou. 

Wilmington (46 in first 
year of the Cape Ann 
League) just didn't have 
enough to go up against 
this powerful Redmen

Probably the best game 
of the rivarly since per- 


haps 1985's snowball 
game. The Wildcats, 
under first-year head 
coach Bob Almeida, 


enjoyed a fantastic season 
and gave everything they 
had to a powerful and 
dynamic Tewksbury team, 
which after this contest 
went on to win the Super 
Bowl in dramatic fashion 
over Walpole at Boston 
University. 

Wilmington had a stun- 
ning 14-3 lead into the first 
few minutes of the fourth 
quarter before Matt 
Petros came through with 
another one of his "all- 
time, all-time" runs, going 
straight up the gut for a 
60-yard TD. Tim Lavoie 
then scored the last TD to 
seal thr win. 

This was. the last 
Thanksgiving Day Game 
that Bob Aylward would 
coach - as he went out 
with a win on this day, 
and then in his final game 
in the Super Bowl. 


1997 
Tewksbury 35, 
_ Wilmington 14 
Wilmington couldn't get 
anything much of any- 
thing going offensively 
because of Defensive End 
Dave Shunamon, who had 
one of his all-time best 
games. He was_ just 
unstoppable and is now in 
the Hall of Fame. 


1998 
Wilmington 14, 
Tewksbury 7 

The Wildcats prevail for 
the first time after six 
straight defeats. 
Wilmington trailed 7-0 and 
scored two touchdowns in 
the second half, the first 
on a 16-yard run by Mike 
Gennetti, who then rushed 
in the conversion, and the 
second on a 16-yard pass 
from QB Josh Hiltz to TE 
Dave DeAmato, which 
was set up after a 
Jonathan Aprile intercep- 
tion. 

After high — school, 
DeAmato became a long- 
snapper at Syracuse 
University. 


1999 
Tewksbury 21, 
Wilmington 14 

One of the all-time clas- 
sic games, this one was 
decided on the final play 
of the game. Tewksbury 
was up 14-7 at halftime 
after QB Tommy Sullivan 
hooked up with = Erik 
Hamilton twice on TD 
passes, including a 91- 
yarder coming just 25 sec- 
onds into the game. 

Wilmington tied the 
game up on the opening 
kick-off of the second half 
with Mark Jepson return- 
ing it 79 yards, and that 
came after he scored on 
an 86-yard kick-off return, 
following Hamilton's first 
score. 

With under six minutes 
to go, Wilmington's Sean 
Quigley was ruled out of 
bounds on an apparent TD 
catch, Then with under 


two minutes left, 
Tewksbury's Ryan 
Carlson scored the game 
winner on a 38-yard inter- 
ception return. 

With 1:32 left, Quigley off 
a double reverse option, 
tossed a 42-yard pass to 
Matt Minghella, who was 
triple teamed, to the six 
yard line. Mike Deshler 
sacked QB Josh Hiltz, who 
after spiking the ball, 
threw an incomplete pass 
in the end zone to Quigley 
on the final play of the 
game. 


2000 
Wilmington 21, 
Tewksbury 8 

Another thrilling game 
that saw the Wildcats pre- 
vail with two fourth quar- 
ter touchdowns to unleash 
an 8-8 game. George 
Godding scored on an 48- 
yard run and Mark 
Jepson put the icing on 
the cake with a nine-yard 
run to seal the victory. 
Senior Bobby French led 
the way with 24 carries for 
126 yards, giving him 17 
TDs and 1,021 rushing 
yards over nine games. 

The win gave 
Wilmington a 10-1 record, 
the ten wins most by any 
team in program history. 

Tewksbury managed just 
18 rushing yards and lone 
score came on a 28-yard 
pass from Hall of Fame 
QB Mike Rocco to Jack 
Byrne. 


2001 
Tewksbury 28, 
Wilmington 3 
It was all Redmen in this 
one behind a 15-yard TD 
reception by Matt 
McGinnis, followed by 
three rushing scores, one 
from Steve Kasprzak and 
two from Bob Ullo. 
Dereck Downs booted a 
field goal for the lone 
three points for the 
Wildcats. 


2002 
Tewksbury 26, 
Wilmington 0 
In slippery and tough 
field conditions, 
Tewksbury's — Steve 
Kasprzak (soon to be Hall 
of Famer??) was a one- 
man show as he scored 
three touchdowns and 
rushed for 117 yards in the 
win. The Redmen defense 
held Wilmington to just 92 
yards of offense. 


2003 
Wilmington 41, 
Tewksbury 22 

First win for Wilmington 
at Doucette since 1991 was 
played before 7,000 fans. 

Wilmington up 29-0 at 
half before Tewksbury 
came back and trailed 35- 
22 after third. For 
Wilmington, Hall of Fame 
QB Joe Herra was 7-for- 
11, 121 yards with two 
TDs, both to Derek 
Trueira (who had four 
eatches for 111 yards). 
George Godding (15-60, 1 
TD) Robbie Gillis (7-33, 
TD) and Dave DeMango 
(11-78, 2 TDs) all had 
strong games as well. 

Tewksbury stormed back 
on three big plays: Pat 
Brewin on a 66-yard TD 
catch from Tyler 
Michaelewicz; Chris 
Byrne recovered block 
punt in the end zone; and

Robbie Gillis, Joe Herra 
and Zack Mayo scored 
single touchdowns for the 
‘Cats, with Mayo finishing 
with 12 carries for 109 
yards. 

Doug Heald scored the 
lone TD for the Redmen 
on a 19-yard pass from 
Tyler Michalewicz. 
Tewksbury was held to 
just 16 rushing yards and 
146 total yards. 

During halftime of the 
game, WHS honored Fred 
Bellissimo and about 30 of 
his family and friends, 
mostly from Florida, were 
on hand for the ceremony. 

Wilmington went to the 
playoffs for the first time 
since 1976, losing to an 
outstanding Hingham 
team.

First time Wilmington 
won three in a row since

Herra fin- 
ished the game complet- 
ing 8-for-12 attempts for 
205 yards. 


2006

Just a huge day for the 
Wildeats as they. were 
crowned the co-champs of 
the Cape Ann League.

That has 
worked out for him. We 
spent a lot of time on that 
with him during the year 
to the point where I think 
our passing game is the 
best that it's ever been 
here. 

"Even the first year I 
was here with Graham 
(Smith) and Tyler 
(Roberts) it was chuck it 
up to Tyler (every time). 
At times it loks like we're 
chucking it up to Gavin, 
but those are reads that 
teams are giving us and 
Pedro is taking that and 
throwing perfect, perfect 
balls." 

While the workouts with 
Coach Bolarinho - have 
improved Pedro's game 
quite a bit, getting bigger, 
stronger and faster - espe- 
cially with his legs, seems 
to have pushed him from 
a struggling QB to an elite 
one. In the Fall-2 season, 
Pedro never rushed for 
over 27 yards in a game. 
In the third game this sea- 
son against Billerica, a 
team that played in the 
Division 3 state semi-final 
game this past weekend, 
Pedro had a 7i-yard TD 
run. In two of his last 
three games, including 
the last two in the play- 
offs, he has scrambled all 
over the field with these 
crazy athletic runs, scor- 
ing a combined three 
touchdowns - all the while 
throwing five. 

"Pedro has been huge for 
us. He has expanded the 
playbook for us so much," 


plays like one. 


Senior wide receiver John Germano may not 


said senior captain Jake 
Chirichiello. "The word 
going into last year's 
team was how was our 
passing game going to 
work, and he's really has 
come into his own. He has 
hit almost every pass per- 
fectly and he can run as a 
quarterback and just do 
everything." 

Pedro went from 0-for-8, 
zero yards in mop-up duty, 
to leading the 'Cats to a 4- 
2 record as a first-year 
starter. In those six games 
(really five because of no 
pass attempts from the 
first game), he completed 
31-of-61 passes for 553 
yards with six touchdowns 


‘(three to John) and just 


two interceptions. He 
added just 66 rushing 
yards. 

Now just seven months 
after that season ended, 
Pedro enters Thursday's 
game against Tewksbury 
completing 68-of-120 pass- 
es for 1,043 yards, includ- 
ing 12 TDs (three again to 
John) and six intercep- 
tions. He's also rushed for 
442 yards with seven 
touchdowns. 

In his career, he has 
completed 99-of-189 pass 
attempts for 1,596 yards, 
including 18 touchdowns 
and nine interceptions, 
while he has 503 rushing 
yards and seven scores. 
He has combined for 25 
touchdowns coming in 16- 
plus games. 

"Coach Jordan really 
helped me out. After my 
sophomore year, he said 
you're playing quarter- 
back (next year) so we hit 
the field a lot. I knew I 
had to step up. Then after 
(the spring season) we hit 


the field even more. Ihave — 


always played quarter- 
back but I have never 
have gone to full on train- 
ing for the position. 

"Throwing wise, I had to 
fix (my mechanics). I 
used to hold the ball really 
low and now I hold it a lit- 
tle higher to get a motion. 
My footwork is a lot bet- 
ter. I used to be lazy and 
now I'm not that way." 

It's certainly interesting 
that Pedro said that he 
likes to hold the ball low, 
because if you watch him 
on a basic QB-Draw, he 
holds the ball with one 
hand, low to the ground 
and it looks like he's going 
to fumble every single 
time. 

"I just like holding the 
ball low with one hand 
because I feel like I can 
run faster and move bet- 
ter that way," he said. 

Aren't you afraid of los- 
ing it? 

_ "Nah, I'm not worried." 


VERSATILITY HELPS 
JOHN 

Both Pedro and John are 
extremely athletic, Pedro 
can throw the ball and 
John is quicker/faster, 
and has more roles with 
the team. He's one of the 
team's top receivers, once 
in a while he'll carry the 
ball upfield, he does the 
kick and punt returns, and 
he is the placekicker. 

"(John Germano) can do 
a lot of those things (like 
Erickson and Misuraca 
can do) as a running 
back, but because they 
have those guys, (John 


r) 


to that total on Thursday. 


Germano becomes) this 
extra luxury that you have 
in the slot and he can do 
so many things," said 
Tewksbury head coach 
Brian Aylward. "He killed 
us over the summer. He's 
just super quick and he 
catches everything that is 
thrown at him." 

John was coming off two 
pretty decent seasons. As 
a sophomore, he had 11 
catches for 190 yards with 
two scores. During the 
Fall-2 season, he had nine 
receptions for 158 yards 
with three scores - all 
from Pedro. This year, 
John he has scored 52 of 
the team's 250 points. 

Certainly those numbers 
are solid, but they don't 
justify what kind of player 
he really has become. 

"John's going to be a 
hard kid to replace. He's 
another kid who allows 
you (as a coach) to do so 
much because he's so ver- 
satile" said Turner. 
"What doesn't get talked a 
lot about with John is I'd 
put his blocking up 
against any wide receiver 
in the area. Pound for 
pound, he's the best block- 
er I've ever had (at his 
position). Bar none. He's 
so tough. Once he gets on 


you and he just moves his 


feet. That's why he'll play 
at the next level because 
he can block. He'll block 
bigger, stronger kids and 


be one of the biggest guys, but sure

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they'll have trouble with 
him. A kid like him, who 
is not your typical wide 
receiver, if he's not get- 
ting the ball, it doesn't 
matter to him. In high 
school, you'll sometimes 
see wide receivers out 
wide and if they know it's 
a running play, they don't 
block, but he's a perfect 
fit for our offense because 
he will block. We'll ask 
him to crack down on the 
defensive end, or line- 
backers and he'll do it 
all." 

John's season started 
out on a bang. He had 
punt return touchdowns in 
each of the first two 
games against Woburn 
and Greater Lowell. Two 
games later he connected 
on his first ever field goal 
from 20 yards out. 

“I always played soccer 
when I was younger 
(along with football) and I 
always had a (good) leg,” 
said John. “We didn't have 
a kicker so I stepped up 
and said I would do it. I 
wasn't really surprised 
because I knew I could it 
kick it that far." 

Two games after that, 
John caught two touch- 
down passes from Pedro 
in the team's shut out win 
over Burlington. He fin- 
ished the night with three 
catches for 53 yards, 
which included scores of 
11 and 31 yards. 

"Pedro's good. He's fast, 
elusive, he can. throw the 
ball, he can run and he 
can do anything on the 
field," said John. "He's 
improved a lot, especially 
since freshmen year. He 
couldn't even throw fifty 
yards and now he can def- 
initely throw more that 
that." 

Two games later, the 
connection continued as 
Pedro found John open for 
an 11-yard TD pass in the 
must-win overtime thriller 
over Wakefield. 

"Think about that 
Wakefield game and that 
touchdown he scored. It 
was a fantastic route and 
he knows well enough to 
get down arid get back 
inside to score. He's just a 
really tough kid," said 
Turner. 

Certainly that TD was 
big, but the OT conversion 
pass from __ brother-to- 
brother was really some- 
thing special. 

"The play was a roll-out 
to Gavin and he was sup- 
posed to do a whip route

but he wasn't open. I saw 
the pressure, so I then 

(changed directions) and 
rolled out all the way to 
the left, and I saw John 
wide open," said Pedro, 
before John added, "I was 
doing jumping jacks in 
the end zone (I was so 
open)." 

While John can catch 
everything in sight and 
block with the best of 
them, it's his routes as a 
receiver, says his QB, that 
makes him elite. 

"John has improved a 
lot. He was always good. 
His routes are always 
sharp. He got faster, way 
faster and just improved a 
lot. I was always fast but 
he's definitely faster than 
me. As a cornerback, 
you're supposed to figure 
him out, but you can't. 
He's just so fast, his 
moves are too good. He's 
just so good," said Pedro. 

While the two were 
asked to praise the other, 
they were also asked 
about a time when they 
may have disagreed on 
the field. 

"There was a_ play 
against Middleboro. 
(Pedro) went to go blitz 
the quarterback when he 
wasn't supposed to, and 
he let another guy wide 
open and he went for a 


mad, really mad at him," 
John said with a big 
laugh. 

The two of them were 
asked about college. They 
said they are looking into 
schools like Curry, 
Nichols and Western New 
England. They would both 
like to play football and 
are not opposed to going 
to the same school or 
going their separate ways. 

"Pedro is fantastic, just 
fantastic. He could play 
quarterback at the next 
level, he really could but 
he's just so small,” 
praised Turner. "He's 
going to need someone to 
take a chance on him: I've 
been talking to some (col- 
lege) coaches about him 
and not necessarily as a 
quarterback, but he can 
play wherever. He could 
play defense, he could 
play wide receiver. 

"I keep saying that we 
have to get John the ball 
more and hopefully we 
can do that on 
Thanksgiving because 
he's pretty electric when 
the ball is in his hands. 
They just work so hard. 
Those two kids are just 
really special kids."

do a ton of different stuff 
(offensively) and it makes 
it a long week for 
(Wilmington's Defensive 
Coordinator ) Sean 
(Turner). There's a lot of 
stuff that Tewksbury does 
the same every year, but 
there's a lot of stuff they 
do differently every year, 
too.” 

Up front Tewksbury's 
offensive line has been 
darn good all season with 
the likes of tackles Nick 
Wilson and a very talent- 
ed sophomore named

WAKEFIELD - With a 
spot in the _ State 
Vocational Championship 
game on the line, the 
Shawsheen Tech Football 
team entered last Friday 
night’s clash with 
Northeast, Metro Tech 
knowing they would have 
to be nearly perfect on 
defense if they hoped to 
contain the powerful

Unfortunately for the 
Rams, it was to be on this 
night.

With the loss, Shawsheen 
saw its record fall to 5-5 
on the season, eliminating 
them from post-season 
play. Northeast mean- 
while improved to 8-4, and 
will move on to play 
Greater New Bedford in 
the Large School State 
Vocational Championship 
game the week after 
Thanksgiving. 

Leading the way for 
Northeast was senior run- 
ning back Steve Donnelly, 
who rushed 197 yards and 
three touchdowns on the 
night, including scoring 
runs of 62 and 58 yards. 
Other than those big 
plays, the Rams did a 
pretty good job containing 
the talented Donnelly, 
who now has 24 touch- 
downs on the season. But 
the ability to make those 
big plays is of course what 
makes Northeast so dan- 


gerous. 

“They’re a good team,” 
Shawsheen coach. Al 
Costabile said of 
Northeast.

BILLERICA - Every 
team needs a player like 
Shane Costello.

back, he did not hesitate 
to help his team when 
they needed him.

“It has been a lot of fun 
actually. I have enjoyed 
working with the younger 
kids. They are pretty 
much all sophomores and 
then (quarterback) Sid 
(Tildsley) is just a fresh- 
man. They are really 
good for how young they 
are and they are only 
going to get better in the 
future, so I am excited to 
see that,” Costello said, 
before adding, “It has 
been fun, especially hang- 
ing out with these 
clowns.” 

With the Rams trying to 
finish the season with a 
winning record, you can 
be sure that Costello will 
be plenty motivated come 
kickoff on Thursday 
morning. But regardless 
of their record, Costello 
would still be motivated to 
get a win on Thanksgiving 
Day.

BILLERICA - If you had 
asked Shawsheen Tech 
senior linebacker Ryan 
Dusablon two years ago 
where he pictured his 
future role with the 
Shawsheen Tech Football 
team, it is doubtful he 
would have seen himself 
in the role he currently 
holds with the Rams. 

First of all, as a player 
who rarely saw the field 
as a sophomore it is 
doubtful that he would 
have seen himself as a 
defensive force for the 
Rams, as well as one of 
their five senior captains. 
And even if he had the 
temerity to convince him- 
self of that, there is cer- 
tainly no way that the for- 
mer backup fullback

The former 
backup is now one of the 
unquestioned leaders of 
the Rams. Not only has he 
done a remarkable job of 
transitioning from the 
backfield to the offensive 
line, but he has also 
turned himself into possi- 
bly the Rams best defen- 
sive player, leading the 
team in tackles with 72 on 


the season. 

Shawsheen coach Al 
Costabile has certainly 
been impressed with the 
player that Dusablon has 
become, and he knows 
that he has earned all of 
the accolades that are 
now coming his way. 

“Duce has been very 
consistent. He is some- 
body who leads by exam- 
ple. I think his tackling 
total shows the consisten- 
cy he has had all year. He 
shows up to play every 
day. He is a quiet leader, 
but he has been a great 
captain. He’s had some 
real good moments for 
us,” Costabile said. “He 
has made very consistent 
improvement over the 
years. Week in and week 
out he has been getting 
better.

BILLERICA - With a 
nickname : like “Scooter”, 
you are generally not des- 
tined to be a linebacker.

As the Rams prepare to 
meet Arlington Catholic 
on Thanksgiving morning, 
Churchill will enter that 
game as the Rams second 
leading tackler with 63 on 
the season, trailing only 
fellow captain and 
Wilmington resident Ryan 
Dusablon, who has 72 
stops on the season. 

Churchill first worked

“He is another one of our 


= guys who has gotten the 


most. out of his abilities 
and what God gave him. 
He plays bigger than he 
is,” Costabile said. “He is 
giving away a huge size 
disadvantage week in and 
week out, but he makes up 
for it with heart and he 
will do anything for the 
team. 

“You talk about getting 
the most out of your abili- 
ty, he epitomizes that. He 
has a great nose for the 
ball.” 

Churchill knows he is at 
a big size disadvantage 
every time he steps on the 
field, but he hasn’t let that 
stop him. In fact, he has 
tried to turn the size dif- 
ferential to his advantage. 

“T just try to use. my 
speed. Just because I am 
so much smaller, I can use 
it to my advantage,” 
Churchill said. “Because I 
am so much smaller, I can 
sometimes just slip under 
blocks, especially when 
they are so much bigger 


than me. Sometimes they 
won’t even notice me, so I 
can just use my speed to 
shoot the gaps.” 

As Costabile says, 
Churchill has a great nose 
for the football. If you 
have seen the Rams play 
at all this season, it you 
have probably noticed 
that when a defensive stop 
is made, if Churchill is not 
responsible for it, he will 
more often than not at 
least be in the neighbor- 
hood. 

“J always just look at it 
that if I am near the play 
I can help out if somebody 
misses a tackle or if some- 
body breaks a tackle, I 
can be there to back up,” 
Churchill said. “Or if the 
ball gets coughed up, I 
can be there to jump on 
the ball. It is almost like 
second nature at this 
point.” 

The other thing that has 
come as second nature for 
Churchill has been his 
emergence as one of the 
Rams team leaders. 
Costabile says he has 
taken to his role as cap- 
tain just as well as he has 
taken to his role as a hard 
hitting linebacker. Which 
is to say, he has taken to it 
very well. 

“He is a great captain. 
He is a team first guy. He 
is here every day, he is 
unselfish and he is com- 
mitted to the program,” 
Costabile said. “There is 
not much more I can say 
about him. He is the type 
of kid who you want your 
younger players learning 
from.” 

Churchill has enjoyed his 
role as captain this sea- 
son, especially in helping 
the Rams younger players 
develop their skills for 
future seasons. 

“T try to help motivate 
the team and help bring 
up the younger players to 
help them improve,” 
Churchill said. “So, even 
if we don’t have the best 
record this year, we can 
help them improve for 
next year and the years 
after that.

I mean, you are 
a team player when you 
are willing to do that. Not 
only did he accept moving 
aside for a sophomore, but 
now he is willing to go 
over and help out the 
team when he is not play- 
ing defense-” 

Churchill, a defenseman 
for the Shawsheen Hockey 
team as well as the 
lacrosse team, has been 
on the ice as a hockey 
player since he was just a 
mite.

Tewksbury woman 
facing indictment for 
bank fraud, wire fraud, 
identity theft

TEWKSBURY — A Tewks- 
bury woman may be facing 
years behind bars as she 
has been indicted for one 
charge of Identity Theft, 
one charge of Bank Fraud 
and two counts of Wire 
Fraud. 

Joanne Dinoto, who went 
by “Joanne Mara,” is a 47- 
year old Tewksbury resi- 
dent who has been charged 
with embezzling $1.8 mil- 
lion from her employer. 

The United States Attor- 
ney’s Office of the District 
of Massachusetts, includ- 
ing Acting United States 
Attorney Nathaniel Men- 
dell; Joseph R. Bonavolon- 
ta, Special Agent in Charge 
of the Federal Bureau. of 
Investigation, Boston Divi- 
sion; and Joleen D. Simp- 
son, Special Agent in Charge 
of the Internal Revenue 
Service’s Criminal Investi- 
gations in Boston, released 
a press release on Nov. 10, 
2021. 

According to the release, 
the amount of time the al- 
leged actions went on was 
more than six years, from 
December 2013 to April 
2020. 

Dinoto had worked in Ac- 
ton at a flooring company. 
She had been working in 
areas of accounting such as 
payroll and invoices, which 
allowed her to change the 
accounting records. There, 
she would allegedly raise 
her compensation by ways 
of lying about hours she 
worked, adding “reimburse- 
ments” to her payments, 
and allegedly forging two 
checks from the checking 


account of her employer. 

She had also allegedly 
used a company credit card 
to pay for her own expens- 
es, such as groceries and 
travel. She had even been 
asked to cancel the card, 
which she failed to do. 

Each charge comes with 
different repercussions if 
Dinoto is found guilty, and 
those consequences are 
heavy. 

“The charge of bank 
fraud provides for a sen- 
tence of up to 30 years in 
prison,” the release noted, 
“five years of supervised 
release and a fine of up to 
$1 million or twice the 
gross gain or loss, whichev- 
er is greater. The charge of 
wire fraud provides for a 
sentence of up to 20 years 
in prison, three years of 
supervised release and a 
fine of up to $250,000 or 
twice the gross gain or loss, 
whichever is great. The 
charge of aggravated iden- 
tity theft provides a man- 
datory sentence of two years 
in prison, to be served con- 
secutively to any other sen- 
tence imposed, up to one 
year of supervised release 
and a fine of $250,000. 
Sentences are imposed by a 
federal district court judge 
based upon the U.S. Sen- 
tencing Guidelines and oth- 
er statutory factors.” 

Dinoto supposedly plead- 
ed not guilty on all charges. 

The prosecutor is U.S At- 
torney Kristen A. Kearney 
of Mendell’s Securities, Fi- 
nancial & Cyber Fraud 
Unit. 

As of now, the press re- 
lease details only allega- 
tions, and Dinoto is assumed 
innocent until proven guilty.

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Town Crier hits 66 — 


What did you do after the war, captain?

How does one go from a 
life as a sea captain to that 
of a small-town newspaper- 
man? For Capt. Larz Neil- 
son, it was not an easy voy- 
age. 

After nearly 20 years at 
sea, he found himself cast 
ashore in the wake of World 
War II. During the war, he 
commanded Liberty ships 
and then Victory ships. But 
by 1948, ships were being 
mothballed and Larz found 
himself in a similar boat. 

His first newspaper work 
was as a stringer for the 
Lowell Sun, covering Wil- 
mington stories. His moth- 
er, Caroline Neilson, had been 
a correspondent for a Swe- 
dish - American newspaper, 
and she encouraged Larz 
to try a career in newspa- 
per work. 

He had a big break late in 
the winter of 1951 when 
Stanley Bocko hired him as 
editor of the Wilmington Cru- 
sader. It had once been 
called the Wilmington Mirror, 
filled with a lot of “canned” 
material. That changed in 
1950 when Betty Downs was 
hired. With Larz at the helm, 
the Crusader soon became a 
must-read for everyone in 
town. Mrs. Downs would la- 
ter come to work at the Town 
Crier, working with Larz for 
nearly a half-century. 

Though he’d been at sea 
for many years, Larz had 


grown up in town. After 
covering stories for the 
Sun, he knew many offi- 
cials. So he was well-suited 
for the job. He would often 
be found in a booth in 
George’s Restaurant, poun- 
ding out stories on a por- 
table typewriter. 

Four and a half years la- 
ter he left the Crusader to 
start the Town Crier. In the 
fall of 1955, he leased the 
North Wilmington railroad 
depot from the Boston and 
Maine Railroad. In Octo- 
ber, he resigned from the 
Crusader, and on Nov. 17, 
1955, Vol. 1 No. 1 of the Town 
Crier appeared. The paper 
had a distinctive appear- 
ance, on crisp white paper 
instead of newsprint. It 
was printed at Offset Prin- 
ting in the old U.S. Cart- 
ridge factory on Lawrence 
Street in Lowell. 

It was a challenging ven- 
ture. The type was set on a 
Varityper, a machine that 
could produce justified col- 
umns of type. However, each 
line had to be typed twice, 
a slow process. 

Headlines were hand-set 
type using a system called 
Phototype. Pages were laid 
out on cardboard sheets 
with rubber cement, then 
cleaned with gobs of dried 
cement, known as “snotty 
oscars.” 

The lead story in the first 
issue concerned four chil- 
dren who were left in a 
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home on Grove Avenue in a 
frightful state of neglect. 

There was one letter to 
the editor in that first issue. 
It read: “To the editor of 
the Town Crier: Knowing 
that a newspaper can be a 
strong weapon for the com- 
mon good, let me wish. you, 
as you enter on a new ven- 
ture in your life, that you 
will be guided to serve your 
town and its inhabitants to 
the very best of your ability 
for the most good for the 
most people; to show firm- 
ness and mercy to all; to 
serve with sincerity and 
humility. — Your mother” 

The North Wilmington de- 
pot was a great location for 
a local newspaper. It would 
serve as the Town Crier 
office for 32 years. 

But the drafty old building 
had no heating system other 
than a pot-bellied stove. 
There wasn’t a square cor- 
ner in the building. The 
attic had a half-century of 
coal soot that would filter 
down from the ceiling when- 
ever a door was slammed. 
The nearest rest room was 
across the street. There was 
no cellar, per se, only a hole 
with some burned timbers 
from the old depot, which 
burned in 1912. 

The Boston and Maine 
trains were still running, 
and the terms of the lease 
included a requirement to 
provide a waiting room for 
passengers.

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later, the railroad sold the 
depot to Larz.

Reading Town Meeting representatives ear- 
lier this month killed a proposal to institute a 
temporary permitting freeze on new 40R rede- 
velopments within the community’s downtown 
area. 

During a Special Town Meeting held virtu- 
ally at the outset of this month, elected mem- 
bers of the assembly indefinitely postponed a 
proposed moratorium on a new “smart growth” 
project applications after Town Attorney Ivria 
Fried unexpectedly insisted the doomed war- 
rant article would not pass legal muster. 

“The motion on the table does not seek to 
amend any existing section of the zoning law, 
nor does it propose the adoption of a new pro- 
vision halting developments,” the municipal 
lawyer argued. “If this motion passes, it would 
have no legal effect on the [Community Plan- 
ning and Development Commission] or the 
building commissioner.” 

Despite that outcome, there appears to be a 
broad consensus in the community that Read- 


ing’s Downtown Smart Growth Overlay District 
desperately needs to be overhauled to reduce 
the density of new developments and further in- 
corporate additional open-space and more 
stringent setback and parking requirements. 

Should the town fail to amend those overlay 
district provisions, moratorium proponents 
Mary Ellen O’Neill and Dave Talbot warned, 
Reading’s quaint and charming Reading Cen- 
ter district might be irreparably transformed 
into an overbuilt urban zone plagued by park- 
ing shortages and crammed full of unremark- 
able boxy buildings. 

“We have left ourselves with few bargaining 
chips to achieve the kind of downtown that 
Town Meeting has already said it would like to 
see,” said O’Neill, who sponsored the citizens’ 
petition that became known as Article 9 at a 
Special Town Meeting earlier this month. 

“We get to rebuild our downtown once every 
150 years, and once you do that, [there won’t be 
a second chance in our lifetimes],” Talbot later 
told the Town Meeting assembly. “One of the 
concerns we have is as we create hundreds of

new units of housing where there wasn’t any, 
there aren’t places for people to sit and congre- 
gate.

According to the town’s CPDC, which func- 
tions much like a municipal Planning Board, 
town officials have heard the growing calls for 
change despite the failure of the recent Town 
Meeting initiative. 

And though only recently introducing a 
timeline for overhauling the state-encouraged 
redevelopment tool, CPDC members like 
Heather Clish promises the board will debate a 
multitude of overlay district amendments to 
promote the design features a demanded 
by local residents. 

After holding a series of public forums since 
last March, that work is expected to begin in

Richard, it seems, had a lot of ideas that 
didn't work out — he was a consummate 
hustler who always had some business idea 
brewing. The failures hardly seem to matter 
though because one idea did work out and 
that was to get his daughters into tennis. The 
sometimes humiliating relentlessness in 
spite of so many rejections and obstacles is 
easier to watch because we know the end re- 
sult. 

The film does a good job balancing the 
sports with the story of this family.

With each of those new developments also 
featuring brand new ground-floor commercial 
suites, a host of new business owners have 
flocked to Reading as a result of the initiative - 
and all while town officials have banked some 
$958,000 in new annual tax revenues as a result 
of the new growth. 

Because 40R requires developers to desig- 
nate at least 20 percent of all new housing units 
as affordable, Reading has also achieved a piv- 
otal “safe harbor” status that protects the com- 
munity from future 40B housing submittals. 

A zoning redevelopment tool first promoted 
by former Governor Mitt Romney, the state’s 
first 40R legislation was passed back in 2004 
with the aim of clustering dense housing devel- 
opments right near town squares and local 
downtown areas, 

Under the classical “smart-growth” format, 
old multi-story buildings are either rehabbed or 
demolished and rebuilt to include ground-floor 
retail spaces topped by residential units. 

Saying such redevelopments locate apart- 
ment buildings and condos right by major 
transportation hubs, proponents of 40R projects 
also say the housing tends to attract young 
adults and professionals, who then breath new 
life into the downtown business community by 
frequenting restaurants, markets, and other 
small businesses by their new homes. 

A local option zoning law, 40R districts must 
be voluntarily adopted by cities and towns. To 
encourage the building trend, the state Depart- 
ment of Housing and Community Development 
(DHCD) will contribute roughly $75,000 to mu- 
nicipalities that establish a 40R district, while 
other financial incentives - such as a one-time 
$3,000 per unit payment - are also hinged upon 
the future creation of new housing in those so- 
called "smart growth" zones. 

During the recent Special Town Meeting in 
Reading, those advocating for a pause on new 
40R applications agreed the overlay district has 
brought plenty of benefits to the community. 

However, with several new downtown prop- 
erties now up for sale and at least two other 
new 40R petitions involving close to 40 more 
apartments in the CPDC approval pipeline, 
O’Neill and Talbot contend the cumulative ef- 
fect of such a rapid buildup in Reading Center 
may very well come back to haunt the commu- 
nity. ; 
“We’ve seen a whole tidal wave of new proj- 


ects coming in without any idea of what [we 
may want to do to reduce the impacts of future 
proposals],” Talbot reasoned. “That’s what this 
pause is meant to do.” 

Notably, while many Town Meeting repre- 
sentatives voted against the proposed morato- 
rium, not a single person addressing the 
warrant article disagreed that the overlay dis- 
trict regs are in need of an overhaul. 

“I support a pause. When you look at Mas- 
sachusetts’ 40R law, it warehouses people in 
condos and creates concrete jungles that robs 
towns like Reading of their unique character,” 
said Town Meeting member Steven Cool. 

“I’m a supporter of the 40R district. I think « 
it brings life to the downtown,” later said for- - 
mer Reading Select Board member Barry « 
Berman. “In our wildest dreams, we never 
could have realized how successful this would 
be, and J do think it’s important to take a step 
back...But I’m voting against this because I 
was chilled by the comments of town counsel.” 

Twice now since the fall of 2020, Town Meet- 
ing has implored the CPDC to amend the com- 
munity’s smart-growth overlay to reduce the 
maximum lot coverage allowed for redevelop- 
ments from 100 percent to 85 percent and to im- 
pose new setback requirements to ensure the 
new multi-story buildings don’t dwarf abutting 
single-family homes by sitting so close to 
shared lot lines. , 

Those urging town officials to consider zon- . 
ing reforms also insist that the new apartment 
complexes, with housing density volumes as ~ 
high as 70-units per acre, should be capped at a 
more reasonable threshold in the range of 20- 
to-40 units per acre. 

With parking regs and vehicular space 
availability long a source of controversy within . 
the downtown area, local residents also believe 
the time has come for the CPDC to consider ~ 
whether more stringent on-site parking require- - 
ments are needed. 

“T don’t think these buildings need to be this » 
massive. This is about having a town or village 
scale versus an urban one,” said Talbot. “I also 
think it’s only fair that other residential prop- ° 
erties don’t end up getting a concrete block wall 
two-feet from the back of their houses.” 

“Parking impacts also still need study,” the 
local resident added. “We haven’t even seen the 
commercial [tenants move into. many of these 
spaces] and these buildings are also not yet 100 « 
percent occupied [by residents. As we know, 
we’re going to need [our on-street and public * 
parking spaces] for business, patrons, and em- = 
ployees.”

Try a digital 


scavenger hunt

here’s a new way 

to explore cities 

in a fun and in- 

formative way: 
digital scavenger hunts. 
Modeled after indoor es- 
cape rooms, some applica- 
tions are challenge-based, 
some history-based, but all 
offer a new way to see 
cities and learn tidbits that 
might otherwise go unno- 
ticed. 

On a recent fall day, we 
set out with another family 
and followed an app which 
would lead us around down- 
town Boston. Once regis- 
tered online, we downloaded 
the hunt onto our phones. 
The challenge we chose was 
centered around the Boston 
Common/State House/Fan- 
euil Hall area, but there are 
many options including 
tours of Cambridge, Back 
Bay, and Fenway. 

The app let us choose our 
level of difficulty, which is 
helpful if members of your 
team are younger. Before 
committing to the program, 
we had researched several 
different options; some pro- 
grams simulate escape 
rooms, with tricky puzzles 
required to be solved before 
moving on to the next desti- 
nation, and others are more 
of a guided tour. 

The apps are geared for 
families, date nights, bach- 
elorette parties, team build- 
ing, or even pub crawling. 
The program we chose was 
a little less intense and was 
heavy on early Boston his- 
tory. That said, the element 
of hunting for clues was 
ingenious in that it forced 
us to navigate each area in 
more detail than we might 
otherwise have done on a 
regular downtown stroll. 

For example, after park- 
ing in the Boston Common 
_garage, we worked our way 
to the Granary Burying 
Ground. The app asked us 
to find several gravesites of 
historic Bostonians, in- 
cluding Paul Revere and 


Samuel Adams. The simple 
act of having to pay atten- 
tion to the stones more 
intently revealed the “wing- 
ed skull” or death’s head 
motif on numerous head- 
stones. 

This 17th century ceme- 
tery in the heart of the city 
is packed with over 2,000 
graves, and is fascinating, 
busy, but beautiful all at 
the same time. 

From the granary, we 
walked to find historic 
buildings of note, including 
the athenaeum, Boston’s 
oldest library, and the orig- 
inal State House, which is 
not far from Faneuil Hall.

At each location we had 
to answer questions or take 
a photo of one of our team 
members in a funny pose. 
In some applications, find- 
ing photo clues is also part 
of the challenge. Overall, 
our tour took a little over 
an hour, and covered a rea- 
sonable 1.5 miles. 

The self-paced nature of 
the hunt was really wel- 
comed with our pack of 
teenage boys, who surpris- 
ingly were quite engaged. 
Boston is a very walkable 
city, and using an app to 
find plaques or architectur- 
al features that might oth- 
erwise go unnoticed was

pretty compelling. 

Having grown up visiting 
the city, there is clearly 
still more to be learned 
about Boston. There are 
myriad dark green plaques, 
or waymarks, on buildings 
in the city, placed by the 
Boston Historic Commis- 
sion, which detail features 
of buildings, historic hap- 
penings, or facts about the 
location. On a regular day 


we might have walked 
right by these signs. 

Friends had also used a 
similar app when hosting 
out of town visitors. Again, 
this type of digital engage- 
ment with the city really 
proved to be a way to “get 
into” the city and get a tour 
without realizing it. 

The digital hunts really 
turn the city into an outdoor 
museum, and we would def- 


initely consider this experi- 
ence as a way to explore 
other cities. Weather is a 
factor, and we were so fortu- 
nate to have a clear, fall day 
to roam. 

The app did allow a delay 
to take the tour at another 
time if necessary, so this is 
a feature we’d recommend 
looking for. Further, we 
ended up following on just 
one phone, so based on 
your party, and the com- 
petitive nature of the 
group, you could poten- 
tially get away with using 
just one player vs. buying a 
ticket for all. 

Local companies we saw 
were Let’s Roam, Crazy 
Dash, Watson Adventures, 
Goosechase, and Trapolo- 
gyBoston.com, though we 
also found one on Booking. 
com and a neat, free ad- 
venture from Boston Uni- 
versity called edventure- 
builder.com. 

We used Let’s Roam but 
others have had great 
times with other compa- 
nies. Give it a try!

Baker-Polito Administration encourages COVID-19 boosters for all individuals 


BOSTON — The Baker-Polito 
Administration announced that 
effective immediately, all Mas- 
sachusetts residents aged 18 and 
over are eligible to get a COVID- 
19 booster six months after 
receiving the second dose of the 
Pfizer or Moderna vaccines or 
two months since receiving a 
Johnson & Johnson single dose 
vaccine. 

Massachusetts residents can 

- aecess booster doses from more 
than 1,000 locations, with ap- 
pointments available now for 
booking across the Common- 


wealth. CDC recommendations 
allow for mixing and matching 
of different COVID-19 booster 
doses, and eligible individuals 
may choose which vaccine they 
receive as a booster dose. The 
Administration recommends 
that residents with questions 
about which booster is right for 
them should ask their health 
care provider for advice.
